ngton, D. C., March 23.—[Special.]— 
Pango of Theodore F. Brown was decided 
by the Supreme Court of the United States 
today, the court holding that the law com- 
-pelling a witness to incriminate himself in 
testifying to infractions of the inter-State 
‘commerce act was not in conflict with the 
constitutional exemption, inasmuch as the 
law also withheld the power of punishing 
the witness for any offense disclosed by him 
in such testimony. 

Justice Brewer handed down the decision, 
upholding the court below, while Justices 
Field, Shiras, White, and Gray filed dissent- 
ing opinions to the effect that Brown was 
relieved by the constitutional provision. 

“One effect of the decision in the Brown 
case,” said Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sioner Morrison, “ will’be to restrain persons 
from violating the law infuture. According 
‘to the declarations of the highest tribunal 
in this country not only will it be in the 
power of our commission to say what are 
‘ wnreasonable rates,’ but we shall also have 
the privilege of saying what shall be reason- 
able rates. Then, too, the question of re- 
bates, long and short hauls, and, in fact, 
every ramification of the business of com- 
‘merce were involved in the issue whether or 
not a person who knew anything of these 
transactions could be compelled to testify 
to such knowledge. Provision is made, how- 
ever, that the person so testifying shall not 
be liable to prosecution, as has been con- 
tended hitherto. 

“It will now be possible to compel a rail- 
road man to testify against some shipper 
who may have violated the law, and if neces- 
sary to bring books and papers into the 
courts for such a purpose. While this par- 
ticular railroad man may not be liable to 
prosecution, still some other member of the 
corporation may be prosecuted on the testi- 
mony of the alleged offending shipper. 


Law a Two-Edged Sword. 


* Bo the law will prove a two-edged sword 
‘In preventing any willful perversion of the 
regulations of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, It is not the purpose of the 
commission, however, to persecute any rail- 
road or person just because it has the power, 
but all our will be devoted to restrain- 
ing people from doing what they should not 
do.

“When a previous case in which we were 
interested was declared unconstitutional by 
Justice Blatchford a suggestion was thrown 
‘out whereby the law could be relied upon to 
‘protect the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion. Acting upon that suggestion the law 
which has been upheld today was framed 
‘and then Judge Grosscup held that it was not 
‘sound doctrine, Inasmuch as his decision 
was in the interest of the people apparently 
we had no redress by an appeal, but were 
compelled to await a case in which a railroad 
company was involved. Consequently when 
/we cast around for a subject this Pennsyl- 
_vania case came up for settlement, and when 
=i was decided against the railroad company 
‘@n appeal was made to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. There are similar cases 
pending at Albany and Buffalo, involving 
almost the identical question settled today, 
and it is likely they will both be attended to 
‘in due course of time.

EXCITING CHASE AFTER TWO BOYS. 


Three Policemen, afab, and a Ricycle

Two youngsters of 15, more mischievous 
than criminal, as the sequel proved, led 
three officers, a cab, and a bicycle built for 
one but occupied by two a lively chase down 
Wabash avenue yesterday afternoon.

Carney is neither as young nor as agile as 
he used to be, so he called in as assistants 
Detectives Repetto and Alex of the Harri- 
son Street Station. The chase then took 
new life, but still the little fellows, with the 
assistance of the cable line, had the best of 
it. At length Carney sighted a cabman look- 
ing for a job and Repetto and Alex a bicycle 
apparently without an owner. Both were 
brought into requisition. 

Carney took the cab and Repetto the wheel 
and Alex mounted the step behind his broth- 
er: detective.

Judge Seamans Protects Attorney Bur- 
ry in His Contempt Case. 

Judge Seaman yesterday enjoined the Lake 
Street “‘ L’’ officials from prosecuting the 
Suit against the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
company in the Superior Court of Coox 
County. Tomorrow had been set by Judge 
Payne for the hearing of the contempt case 
against Attorney Burry for violating the 
injunction of his court. 

The bill for the injunction is based on 
the time of filing the two rival bills. Mr. 
Burry, who secured the order from Judge 
Seaman, alleges he was fifty minutes ahead 
of the Lake Street people in the Federal 
Court. The latter insisted that, having 
served a process on Burry before being 
served by the Federal Court, the priority 
belonged to them.

Mrs. Bertha McMullen Knocked 
Senseless by a Blow. 


POLICEMEN STAND IDLY BY. 


Her Husband, a Saloonkeeper, Is Also 
Badly Used Up.

ARREST IN THE COUNCIL CHAMBER, 


Ald. Maurice M. O’Connor of the Seven- 
teenth Ward was taken out of the Council 
chamber by the police last night and ar- 
raigned before Justice Blume on a charge 
of having brutally beaten a man and a wom- 
an. Four unknown men are said to have 
helped him. The man was beaten frightful- 
ly and the woman was knocked senseless by 
blows in the breast and stomach. 

The victims of the assault or fight were 
Hugh McMullen, a saloonkeeper at No. 140 
North Austin avenue, and his wife Bertha, 
and the assault took place last Friday. That 
the arrest was not made before is due to Mrs. 
McMullen’s t!nability to leave her bed earlier 
and her husband's disinclination to prose- 
cute. She swore out the warrant and Po- 
licemen Mullen and Larsen,licemen Mullen 
licemen Mullen and Larsen made the arrest, 
the Alderman being set at liberty when he 
signed his own bond. 

Police Did Not Interfere. 

Mrs. McMullen made the startling state- 
ment to Capt. Baer of the West Chicago 
Avenue Police Station that while the Alder- 
man and his friends'were busy beating and 
kicking her husband and herself two police- 
men in full uniform, with the exception of 
their stars, were standing outside the door 
of the saloon taking in all the pro>eedings 
and refused to take a hand in the fight. 
When the gang had finished their work they 
departed in company with the city guard- 
ians. 

Capt. Baer was surprised by the state- 
ment, but as it was borne out by several wit- 
nesses he promised to thoroughly investi- 
gate the charges and bring the guilty police- 
men to account. 

A reporter for THE TRIBUNE called on Mc- 
Mullen shortly after the issuance of the 
warrant. He found the saloonkeeper nurs- 
ing a pair of black eyes, a deep gash on the 
top of his head, and several bruises about 
the body. 

“I never got such a beating In all my life,”’ 
said he. ‘‘ It was on Friday evening at 6:30 
o'clock that the assault occurred. I had just 
entered my saloon after returning from the 
city when the front door was opened and 
Ald. Maurice O’Connor, with four other men, 
rushed in. I was standing in the middle of 
the floor, outside the bar, and as I. a 
to greet them one of the orowd, a wx 
footer, dealt me a blow with a billy rmy 
head, which laid me.on the floor. | s 
could regain my feet I was set upon and 
kicked and beaten till I lost consciousness. 
When I recovered Ald. O’Connor was holding 
me, and when I opened my eyes he dealt me 
a blow which closed one of them. 

; Woman Knocked Senseless. 

“My wife lay unconscious beside me, ren- 
dered thus by kicks which she afterward 
said were dealt by O'Connor. I cried out 
to the fellows for pity’s sake not to kill my 
wife, and the answer I got was several more 
kicks on the hody. The gang left, after 
O’Connor had’ lifted my wife’s head 
from the floor and dashed water in her face. 
As they reached the sidewalk they were 
joined by two policemen in full untform, who 
had been standing outside all the time.” 

McMullen, when he finished his narrative, 
produced a letter from the Alderman, in 
which O’Connor said he was not responsible 
for the assault; and that he (McMullen), 
brought it on himself by a statement he 
made to the effect that O’Connor was too 
stingy to patronize McMullen’s saloon. 
With the letter he showed a hat which he 
said he had torn from O’Connor’s head dur- 
ing the struggle.

O’Con- 
nor; “‘no guns go here,.”” 

Then, she alleges, he dealt her a heavy 
blow with his fist on the breast. She fell 
to the floor unconscious and did not revive 
for three hours. , 

Then the Alderman and his companions 
opened the front door and ran from the 
saloon. Mr. McMullen and his brother-in- 
law carried the former’s wife into a bed- 
room and a physician was sent for. He 
said the woman was not seriously injured, 
but she was suffering from acute nervous 
brostration. McMullen fared worse. His 
eyes were blackened and his face and body 
showed several bruises. His friends urged 
him to take out a warrant for the Alder- 
man’s arrest, but he refused, 

‘I don’t want to get into trouble with an 
Alderman,” he said, “ so I'll let it drop.”".

BRAVERY OF THE ZEITOUN WOMEN. 


Make Prisoners, Kill Ravagers, and 
Prove Themselves Heroines. 

{SPECIAL CABLE BY JULIAN RALPH.] 

London, March 23.—[{[Coyprighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.]—Zeitoun will be re- 
membered not only as the place where the 
Armenian patriots made a temporarily suc- 
cessful stand against the Turkish troops, 
but it is the place most important in Clara 
Barton's plans. Her agents have now 
reached there to distribute the painfully 
needed relief. | 

Today there comes aé_ special to the 
Daily News telling of the amazing 
heroism of the women during the siege. 
The Turkish soldiers in the Zeitoun garri- 
son, seeing such pillage and rapine all about 
them, thought to du a little on their own ac- 
count and formed the infamous purpose of 
augmenting Turkish harems. . 

The Zeitoun people first took up arms to 
save themsclves from the soldiers who gar- 
risoned the fort on the hill, to which there 
was but one approach. This the Zeitounlis 
captured, They could not. storm the fort, 
so they cut off the water supply by pouring 
sand and kerosene in it. The Turks had 
flour, but could not make any bread with the 
spoiled water, nor drink it. They were kept 
in this condition for three d&ys, and then, 
after continuous fighting for fifty-six hours, 
surrendered. 

' Two hundred and fifty-six men were made 


prisoners and quartered on the people. Whim: 


the men were fighting against the fort th 
still remained in the town the Turkish Gov- 
ernor and sixty-five armed guards. These 
‘Were preparing to G@o mischief when the 
women armed themselves with axes and at- 
tacked them, forcing them to surrender the 
arms that they had stationed around the 
town for safe-keeping. After the Zeitounlis 
had taken the fort and the prisoners they 
confined the latter in the Governor’s estab- 
lishment. . 

Then followed a great battle with the 
newly arrived troops. Every man and boy 
over 13 years old was away fighting and no 
one could be spared to guard the prisoners, 
who were just breaking out to fire the town, 
when the women ros@ again, killed every 
man of them, and threw’ their bodies down 
the cliff. 

Théy were fighting for their lives and the 
lives of their children and to save not only 
themselves, but the 1,200 refugees who had 
fled from the villages before the hordes of 
soldiers coming on. 

During the slege they were offered terms 
of surrender as follows: 

“ Surrender at once and we will spare two 
out of every ten, Wait one day and we will 
have the life of every man, woman, and 
child in the town.” 

The women gathered up the unexploded 
shelis, emptied out the powder, of which 
they stood in great need, and converted the 
shells into bullets. They say: ‘“ Shelling 
the town was a great biessing to us.”” They 
have no more idea they have done anything 
heroic than any other woman who has done 
the duty nearest to hand. 


WAS AT ONE TIME A METROPOLIS, 


Lapointe, Wis., Asks to Be Wiped Out 
of Existence. 

Ashiand, Wis., March 23.—[{Special.]—The 
Town of Lapointe, this county, wants to be 
wiped out as its local government cannot be 
maintained. The town is In debt to the coun- 
ty several thousand dollars and is getting 
farther behind every year. Lapointe is the 
oldest town in the horthern part of the 
State, and the village was at one time the 
metropolis of Northern Wisconsin. The 
town covers the Apostle Islands In Lake 
Superior, but its population has dwindled 
down to a few hundred people, mostly half- 


breed. Indians, living on Madeline Island... 


About the only revenue is from the quarries 
on some of the islands and a few dollars 
picked up from summer tourists. At the 
election of 1804 the town cast but twenty- 
nine votes, and the taxes are so. high that 
the people cannot pay them. The inhabit-

POINT GAINED FOR CUBA. 


SENATE RESOLUTIONS SENT BACK 
TO CONFERENCE. 


Opponents of the Recognition of In- 
surgent Belligerency Glind of the 
Delay Until They Learn It Is Likely 
the House Will Pass the Senate 
Measure and End the Matter—Sen- 
ator Mills Is Willing to Go Still 


Farther. 

Washington, D. C., March 23.—[Special.]— 
Friends of Cuba in the Senate executed a 
sharp flank movement this afternoon, the ob- 
ject of which is to defeat the dilatory tactics 
of a small coterie of Senators and end the 
Cuban question, at least for the present 
Congress. Much to the surprise of many 
of the Senators, Mr. Sherman, as Chairman 
of the Foreign Relations committee, offered 
a resolution to send the matter back tu con- 
ference with the explicit statement that the 
Senate insisted on its resolutions as first 
passed. 

The opponents of Cuba supposed that this 
would mean further delay during the sittings 
of the Conference committee, and then that 
the whole matter could be thrashed ovcr 
again in the Senate and action thus delayed 
for an indefinite length of time. 

Late this afternoon the news leaked out 
that Senators Sherman and Morgan and a 


/ few others on the Foreign committee had 


pulled the wool over the eyes of the anti- 
Cuban faction in the Senate, and that the 
purpose of sending the resolutions back to 
conference was to have the House yield 
and accept those passed by the Senate 

If this is done it will settle the whole ques- 
tion, and the obstructionists in the Senate 
will have no further opportunity to delay 
the passage of resolutions expressing the 
fullest sympathy of Congress with the Cu- 
ban insurgents.

Both favor the granting of 
belligerent rights to the insurgents and both 
look toward subsequent intervention to se- 
cure the independence of the island. 

When the Cuban resolutions passed the 
Senate only six Senators were recorded in 
the negative, three of whom were from 
New England. Reinforced by Senator Hoar, 
who was absent when the first vote was 
taken, and taking advantage of the lax 
Senate rules which permit unlimited debate, 
this small faction has succeeded in delaying 
consideration from day to day, and has en- 
couraged all sorts of Senatorial hair-split- 
ting as to the meaning of the two sets or 
resolutions. 

Several Senators, like Palmer of ILllinois, 
who are in favor of the Senate resolutions, 
were induced to oppose those sent over from 
the House on various grounds, and thus for 
two weeks the Senate has devoted itself to 
foolish abstractions. Quite a formidable 
party has been raised up against the House 
resolutions, and yet the number of Sena- 
tors who were actually opposed to Cuba 
was about as small as evcr. By the little 
bit of sharp practice this.afternoon it will 
be possible to put an end to all fllibustering 
tactics, provided the House can be induced to 
yield, which will probably be the outcome. 


Néw England Contingent Sorry. 


The New England contingent which has 
been opposing any recegnition of Cuba is 
feeling sore tonight at the sharp practice 
of Senator Sherman and his associates on 

e Foreign committee, but the filibusters 
alt thoroughly outwitted, as they could 
‘not well vote against sending the Cuban 
question back to conference. They thought 
it was a triumph for themselves, and it was 
not until after the adjournment of the Sen- 
ate that they learned the real facts in the 
case, and found that what they thought was 
a step in the direction of delay, was in fact, 
if the House looks at it properly, the means 
of securing speedy recognition for the 
Cubans. ° 

If the plan of Senators Morgan and Sher- 
man is carried out the House will yield at 
once, and thus there will go on the record 
for the benefit of Spain, as well as of Presi- 
dent Cleveland, the solemn declaration that 
the Congress of the United States is in favor 
of granting belligerent rights to the patriots 
in Cuba, and also of taking steps to make 
the island in very truth ‘*‘ Cuba libre.” 

The resolution as passed originally by the 
Senate and which it is now hoped may be ac- 
cepted by the House ts as follows: 

“That, in the opinion of Céngress, a con- 
dition of public war exists between the Gov- 
ernment of Spain and the government pro- 
claimed, and for the time maintained by the 
force of arms, by the people of Cuba, and 
that the United States of America should 
maintain a strict neutrality between the 
contending powers, according to each all the 
rights of belligerents in the ports and terri- 
tories of the United States. 

“ Resolved, further, That the friendly of- 
fices of the United States should be offered 
by the President to the Spanish Government 


for the recognition of the independence of . 


Cuba.’ 
Senator Mills’ Resolutions. 

Messrs, Sherman, Morgan, and Lodge were 
appointed to represent the Senate in the con- 
ference. Simultaneous with this action Mr. 
Mills presented Cuban resolutions which go 
further than any hitherto introduced. They 
read as follows: 

“ Be it resolved, By the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, that the 
President of the United States is hereby 
directed to request the Government of Spain 
to authorize the people of Cuba, subject to 
the sovereignty of Spain, to institute such 
local government as they may wish, and in- 
vest it with such powers as they may think 
necessary to secure to the people of Cuba 
the right of life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness. 

“Sec. 2. In case Spain shall refuse to 
grant to the inhabitants of Cuba the rightful 
power of self-government, then the Presi- 
dent of the United States is hereby directed 
8 take possession of the Island of Cuba with 
the military and naval forces of the United 
States and hold the same till the people of 
Cuba can organize a government. deriving 
its just powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned and arm and equip such military 
forces as may be necessary to protect them 
from invasion.”’ 

Subsequently Mr. Platt offered another 
phase of the Cuban subject by presenting the 
following concurrent resolution, which was 
referred to the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations: 

** Resolved, That the Senate, the House 
of Representatives concurring, hereby ex- 
presses its earnest desire and hope that 
Cuba may soon become a free, independent, 
and republican government, and that the 
friendly offices of the United States should 
be offered by the President to the Spanish 
Government to secure this result.”’ 
COLAZZA EXPEDITION Ald. SAFE. 
Spanish Surrender at the Action Near 

Candelaria March 17. 

Tampa, Fla., March 23.—[Special.]—Let- 
ters were received today from the Colazzo 
expedition stating that on March 17, when in 
sight of the Pan de Matanzas, a mountain 
near Matanzas, they sighted three Spanish 
warships, the Infanta Isabella, Marquis de 
La Encenada, and the Contra Maestre,*but 
they drew off from land toavoidthem. Aft- 
er dark one of these proceeded along the 
coast scrutinizing it with searchlights. The 
steamer bearing the expedition slipped in 
just behind it and proceeded to unload at 9 
o'clock, completing at 2 in the morning. 
They were attacked at daylight by a small

“The matter is one which is dealt with 
under the law by the local Council and a rep- 
resentation from the Consul of the United 
States at Santiago on the same subject has 
been carefully considered. The restrictions 
have been continued this year during the 
winter because the disease of yellow-fever 
appears to maintain its virulence in_Santi- 
ago and other ports in Cuba during the win- 
ter months.

PLAYING IN THE HANDS OF SPAIN, 


Government Would Welcome a De- 
mand for Further Indemulity. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Madrid, March 23.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.]—It is an open secret that the Span- 
ish Government will be much pleased if 
President Cleveland sends a message to Con- 
gress regarding American losses in conse- 

quence of the rebellion in Cuba. 

Such a message will not only give to the 
Madrid government a long-desired oppor- 
tunity to take official notice of what has 
been going on of late in the United States 
and Cuba, but it will furnish a pretext for 
taking the following step: 

First, sending a note clearly stating to 
the United States Government Spain's in- 
tention to put down the rebellion in Cuba 
exactly as America did thé rebellion in the 
Southern States—-that is to say, without 
tolerating any foreign interference, even in 
the form ot mediation, and without taking 
the slightest notice of any recognition of 
Cuban belligerency except to regard itasa 
further reason for insisting upon a stricter 
regard for neutrality and the principles of 
international law than the United States has 
manifested even while considering the 
Cubans as.simply rebels agafnst a friendly 
government. 

Secondly, sending a memorandum to for- 
eign governments, especially HMuropean 
powers, setting forth that Spain is defend- 
ing a common cause of European nations, 
defending this as well as her sovereign 
rights over colonié@S in America against 
American interference and the pretensions 
of the Monroe doctrine. 

Thirdly, claiming on the eve of a general 
election that the policy of the Canovas Cab- 
inet has been vindicated, thus casting the 
onus of a conflict on the United States, as 
Sefior Canovas, since March, 1895, has done 
everything in his power to avert a rupture 
of cordial relations between Spain and the 
United States. 

It is also an open secret in political circles 
that the Spanish Government will be re- 
joiced to be thus enabled to strengthen its 
position in the coming election, to enhance 
its credit at court, to obtain liberty of action 
in reward to naval and military preparations, 
actively pushed of late, and to push. its 
schemes to secure money for prosecuting the 
war in Cuba. 

T,pe press has played into the hands of the 
guvVernment by printing violent aniti+Amer- 
ican articles in the last two days. The 
newspaper sav it would be far preferable 
to know as soon as possibile the real designs 
of the American Government and the people 
than to have to suffer the consequences of 
an indirect pressure which only serves the 
interests of the Cuban separatists. 

An angry feeling against America is no- 
ticeably developing among all classes.

Spain Has No Need of Entangzling For- 
s eign Alliances.

Madrid, March 23.—{(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.]—The article in last 
night’s Epoca was much commented upon 
here, as this journal is the official mouth- 
piece of the government. The article de- 
clared that Canovas thinks Spain has no 
need of foreign alliances. Spain is geograph- 
ically separated from all,European questions 
and needs no territorial aggrandizement ex- 
cept in the case of Gibraltar. Should the 
country enter into any alliances it would 
give more than it receives, whereas in the 
chief questions now interesting Spain'‘al- 
most all European nations are likewise in- 
terested. In the menace of the United States 
to Cuba all the nations of the world see a 
menace to European colonies in America 
and the prospect of the expulsion of Kurope 
from America. If Japan or any other nation 
were to menace the Philippines the other na- 
tions interested in the Far East would not 
allow it, while in Moroceo all nations were 
equally concerned in preserving the status 
quo, 

Republicans Will Not Vote. 

All shades of Republican opinion have re- 
solved to abstain from the approaching 
elections and accordingly nearly all the Re- 
publican candidates have telegraphed today 
withdrawing their respective candidacies. 
Only the leader, Pi y, Margall,, and one other 
Republican -will fight. 

Squadron Nearly Ready. 

The naval squadron is ready to leave 
Spain within a few days’ time. After being 
reviewed at Ferrol the vessels will then pro- 
ceed to Villagarcia, there to carry out their 
maneuvers and practice with the artillery 
and torpedoes until they receive actual or- 
ders to start for the straits in the Bahamas. 


Cleveland and Cuba. 

In official circles some uneasiness is felt 
regarding the prospective message of Cleve- 
land, as it is feared this will not be so favor- 
able to Spain as is desired. Referring to Mr. 
Cleveland's visit to Cuba some time ago the 
papers, however, say that he then met sev- 
eral Cuban Deputies and Senators, and 
showed surprise at the progress of liberty 
in Cuba which he saw himself and praised. 

All was quiet today, both here and in the 
provinces. 

Slight Demonstration in Madrid. 

No importance is to be attributed to the 
disturbance here yesterday. It originated 
as the boulevard band played a patriotic 
song, whereupon a crowd numbering 5,000 
collected and went to the French Consulate. 
It cheered France and the Consul, the latter 
being absent at the time. It then prome- 
naded around,cheering for Spain and Cuba, 
for Spain and Weyler, and for the army, but 
did not dare approach the American Consul- 
ate, which was strongly guarded. The Gov- 
ernor advised the demonstrators to disperse 
and they promptly obeyed. 

Bimetallists Greatly Disappointed. 

Berlin, March 23.—In the course of the de- 
bate in the Reichstag over the bill embrac- 
ing Dr. Leiber’s plan to form a sinking fund 
Count von Kardorff confessed that the Ger- 
man bimetallists were bitterly disappointed 
at the declarations of the British Cabinet 
to the effect that, although Great Britain 
would participate in an international mone- 
tary conference, Great Britain itself would 
not recede from a single gold standard.

MRS. DRAYTON IS FREBR. 


DIVORCE DECREBS IS ISSUED ON THE 
GROUND OF DESERTION, 


Opinion Rendered by Chancellor Mc- 
Gill Will Be Read with Interest in 
Society Circles Where the Domes- 
tic Affairs of the Former Miss Astor 
Have Been a Subject of Gossip—The 
Husband Is Censured for Lack of 
Diligence in Pushing the Case. 

New York, March 23.—[Special.]—Char- 
lotte Augusta Drayton, wife of J. Coleman 
Drayton and third daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
William Astor, who was once a beauty in 
New York society and as popular as money 
and graciousness could make ‘her, received 
a decree of divorce from Chancellor McGill 
in the Trenton, N. J., courts this morning. 

The decree was filed in the office of the 
Clerk of Chancery, and stated that it was 
allowed on the ground of desertion. Thus is 
drawn to aclosea long siege of notoriety and 
scandal which involved Mrs. Drayton, J. 
Coleman Drayton, and H. Alsip Borrowe. 
One duel was fought on account of the case 
and several were premeditated. 

The opinion accompanying the decree isa 
lengthy one. In it the Chancellor says it is 
impossible to escape the conviction that Mr. 
Drayton's suspicions of his wife's infidelity 
were not destitute of foundation, in question- 
able circumstances at least, but the Chan- 
cellor continues that there is no decision 
holding that a husband may with impunity 
be guilty of desertion of his wife merely be- 
cause of suspicion of her conduct. 

Desertion is never justified, he says, ex- 
cept when it is shown by clear and satis- 
factory proof that the husband has been SO 
offended against as to warrant, at his in- 
stance, a decree for divorce or judicial sep- 
aration, 


Comment of Chancellor McGill. 

“If the defendant,"’ says Chancellor Mc- 
Gill, “would rely upon his former charge 
aS a defense against her charge of deser- 
tion, he must prove it. He did, in fact, com- 
mence suit in June, 1804, a time so remote 
from the commencement of the Separation 
that more than the period prescribed by law 
Within which desertion must continue to 
constitute a cause for divorce had inter- 
vened, and thereby a cause for divorce had 
hecome available to her: and even after the 
lapse of that time his suit was not prose- 
cuted with diligence. 

“It his suit had been brought promptly 
and in good faith after the separation the 
time consumed by it during which the law 
does not require him to live with his wife 
would not be computed as part of the stat- 
utory period necessary to the desertion 
Which will authorize a decree of divorce, 
but its mere institution after such a stat- 
utory period of desertion was complete will 
not avail as a defense toa suit for divorce 
on the ground of desertion. 

“It was the husband's duty to act expe- 
ditiously, so that his wife should not remain 
longer than necessity required, if guilty, un- 
convicted, and, if innocent, under the 
aren of a scandalous and disgraceful 
charge.”’ 


No Evidence of Collusion, 

Chancellor McGill holds that there is no 
proof of collusion between Mr. and Mrs. 
Drayton to procure a divorce. It is not col- 
lusion, he says, for them to wish their matri- 
monial relations severed. 

The evidence in the case has not been 
filed, but the Chancellor refers to it. Hal- 
leit Alsip Borrowe’s name does not appear 
in his references, but mention is made of 
“one B-——, a neighbor, named as co- 
respondent in Mr, Drayton’s suit against his 
wite.’’ 

The Chancellor reviews the troubles of the 
family from the time in October, 1879, when 
Mr. Drayton first accused his wife of un- 
faithfulness. He goes carefully into the trip 
of the couple and their children to europe 
and satisfactorily, to his mind, explains the 
meeting of Mrs. Drayton and Mr. Borrowe 
ata hotelin England. He admits the claim 
that Mrs, Drayton made every possible at- 
tempt to effect a reconciliation with her 
husband, but says Mr. Drayton re- 
mained obdurate, The Chancellor says 
the separation of Mr. and Mrs. 
Drayton was of more than two years’ dura- 
tion, and that the desention was willful, con- 
tinued, and obstinate.} The question was 
whether such desertion was justified. The 
divorce proceedings commenced by Mr. 
Lyrayton in June, 1894, were at once an- 
swered by his wife, who denied his accusa- 
tions. He produced no proofs to substan- 
tiate his accusations, and failed to bring his 
case to a hearing. In answer to his wife’s 
suit for desertion Mr. Drayton did not reit- 
erate his charges, but contented himself 
with denying the truth of the charges of 
desertion. 


Attracts International Attention. 

The domestic troubles of the Draytons 
have been recited from time to time ever 
since they were tirst made public four years 
ago. The story then attracted international 
attention and created a great stir owing 
to the prominence of all those involved 
in the scandal. 

Mrs. Drayton is the third daughter of the 
late William Astor and sister of John Jacob 
Astor, Mrs. W. Orme Wilson, and the late 
Mrs. J. Roosevelt-Roosevelt. 

The most prominent feature of the case 
was contained in a letter which Mr. Drayton 
published in London. In that letter the 
writer said that Hallet Alsip Borrowe had 
‘inflicted upon him (Mr. Drayton) the most 
grievous injury that one man may inflict 
upon another.’”’ He demanded  satisfac- 
tion, and there were at once /fYru- 
mors circulated that Mr. Drayton and 
Mr. Borrowe would meet upon the field of 
honor. Sostrong were these rumors that the 
newspapers in both continents were full of 
the gossip. Mr. Borrowe held off. He did 
not appear to be anxious for a duel. Mr. 
Drayton again demanded satisfaction. It 
was then that Mr. Borrowe sought the advice 


‘of Harry Vane Milbank, a noted duellist and 


an authority on affairs of honor. 


Borrowe Named as Corespondent. 

After this event had been duly chronicled 
Mr. Drayton and Mr. Borrowe left england 
for this country. By a strange coincidence 
the two men came here on the same steam- 
ship. They never fought the duel. It was 
not fora long time after their arrival here 
that the case began to drop out of sight. 

Soon afterward, however, it was renewed 
by the announcement that Mr. Drayton had 
brought suit against his wife for absolute 
divorce on statutory grounds: The papers 
were filed in Trenton in the summer of 1894. 
Mr. Borrowe was named as the corespond- 
ent. The case decided today is a counter- 
suit resulting from that action. 1 

The Draytons were married on Oct. 20,1879, 
Mr. Drayton comes from a wealthy Phila- 
delphia family and is a Princeton graduate. 
Mr. Borrowe is the son of wealthy parents. 
He is now 30 years old. 

The announcement that Mr. Drayton had 
begun divorce preceedings was a surprise 
to the friends of all concerned in the case. 
It was supposed that members of the Astor 
family had effected a reconciliation between 
the Draytons. 

Mrs. Drayton's Family History. 

Since the news came out that Mr. Drayton 
had brought his suit various reports have 
heen published about the case. For the last 
few months it has been expected the case 
would soon be brought to an end. 

Mrs. Drayton, besides being an Astor, is 
related by marriage to the family of the late 
Ward McAllister. She is of medium size 
and stature. Her hair and eyes are dark 
and her complexion is clear and light. Her 
former husband has the appearance of a 
sédate and thoughtful man. When Rorrowe 
had been in this country for a time, after he 
had made the trip from Europe on the same 
ship with Mr. Drayton, he returned to En- 
gland. 

In August of the same year he fought a 
‘bloodless duel with Ed Fox, known to news- 
paper men in this city as “ Modoc Fox. 
Fox had been employed as a reporter in this 
city, but went to London as a promoter. 
Rorrowe accused him of having told the 
story of the scandal to the newspapers. 
Borrowe met Fox at Ostend, Belgium. Mil- 
bank was present when they fought. 

Rorrowe lost many friends, it is said, and 
his father refused to give him financtal aid. 
He then procured a place with a traction 
company. Soon after this Borrowe again 
came into prominence. He had an alterca- 
tion with a cabman on Broadway and was 
locked up.

MOLONEY CLAIMS TO BE SATISFIED. 


He Examines One Witness in His Gas 
Trust Investigation. 

New York, March 23.—{Special.]—Attor- 
ney-General M. J. Moloney of Tilinots, who 
has been in New York during the last few 
days investigating the reorganization of 
the Chicago gas trust through the medium 
of various Wall street capitalists who are 
stockholders or who are factors in tlic reor- 
ganization scheme, resumed his labors at 11 
o'clock this morning and completed them at 


lo'lock. The New York witnesses demand- : 


closed doors and the Attorney-General re- 
luctantly acquiesced. 

Anthony A. Brady, one of the members 
of the Reorganization committee, was the 
first and only witness. He explained in 
detail how as a member of the General Re- 
organization committee he had secured con- 
trol of shares of the Chicago gas companies 
and produced all the books and papers in- 
volved in the transaction. These papers 
were evidently what the Attorney-General 
wanted. Without further ado he cuj the 
proceedings short with a ‘‘that will do,” 
although Frederick P. Olcott and Mr. lergu- 
son were on hand and ready to be examined. 
After the examination Mr. Moloney said his 
New York investigations had been to his 
Satisfaction. ‘‘ The fact is,’’ he said, “lI 
wented to get proofs of these very docu- 
ments. As to other matters I secured plenty 
of evidence at the Philadelphia hearing. 
This reorganization business, 1 am con- 
vinced, is just a plece of stock juggling to 
evade a decision of our Supreme Court. 
The stock is really in the old hands and we 
will make a hot and winning fight against 
those people in the courts when the time 
comes.’’ 

Philadelphia, Pa., March 23.—[Special.]-- 
Another suit against Chicago Gas bobbed 
up today in the Common Pleas Court when 
James W. M. Newlin took a hand. He ob- 
tained a rule upon the Fidelity company to 
show cause why a jury trial should not be 
had to determine whether the agreements 
between the Chicago Gas Trust company 
and the Fidelity company were not made for 
the purpose of evading the laws of the State 
of Illinois against monopolies and to evade 
a judgement of the Supreme Court of Illinois 
forbidding a consolidation of stock owner- 
ship in the four gas companies named in the 
bill In equity. It is the belief here that the 
suit has been instituted for the purpose of 
annoying the Fidelity company and the 
Chicago Gas people, and that it is similar 
to a suit brought here some time ago and 
which has never since been heard of. 


WILL FIGHT RAINES EXCISE LAW. 


German-Americans and Brewers Pre- 
pare for a Test in Court. 

New York, March 23.—[Spectal.]—Gov. 
Morton signed the Raines high license bill 
today,and brewers and liquor dealers in New 
York are already laying their plans to defeat 
the measure. Test cases will be brought in 
the courts to determine its constitutional- 
ity. The State Brewers’ and Malsters’ Asso- 
clation has retained attorneys, and will 
proceed as soon as the law goes into effect. 
One of the attorneys said today: ‘* There are 
a number of points on which we propose to 
fight the law. We will contend that this is 
a tax in violation of Sec. 21, Agt. 3 of the Con- 
Stitutiohn, which provides that no State 
money shall be devoted to local purposes 
without a two-thirds vote of both Houses 
of the LegislaQre. We will argue that the 
money collecteu is State money, and comes 
under this head. We will also contend that 
the law is not a State law, but a col’ection of 
local laws, and that it should have been sent 
to the local Mayers for approval. Again we 
will fight it on the want of uniformity inthe 
tax, and also because the Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth Wards are differently legis- 
lated for.”’ 

German-American citizens roundly 4de- 
nounced Gov. Morton for signing the bill 
and making ita law. A movement is on foot 
for some concerted action on the part of the 
clubs which are affected by the Raines bill. 
It was started by the directors of the Arion 
Society, which is one of the most prominent 
of the German social organizations in the 
city. They have issued a call for a meeting 
of the representatives of all the clubs in 
this city. 

Gov. Morton filed with his signature to 
the Raines bill a lengthy memorandum in 
which he reviews the excise situation at 
the present time and the manner in which 
it will be benefited by the new law. He up- 
holds the constitutionality of the bill, and 
makes no suggestion as to supplemental 
legislation, as was expected. In closing he 
says: ‘‘It has been suggested that the bill 
in some of its features, especially in some 
of its administrative details, should he 
amended. Experience will probably suggest 
other amendments.”’ 


BALLINGTON BOOTH OUT FOR GOOD, 


Under No Circumstances Will He Re- 
turn to the Old Army. 

New York, March 23.—Ballington and Mrs. 
Booth issued a statement today to the effect 
they will under no circumstances again take 
command of the Salvation Army in_ the 
United States. The statement was prompted 
by a.report from London that efforts are 
being made to induce Mr. ard Mrs. Booth to 
accept their old command. The statement 
follows: . 

‘*‘Commander and Mrs. Booth will not for 
a moment consider any proposition whatso- 
ever made to them from the international 
headquarters of the Salvation Army. 

‘** While Commander Booth will not refuse 
to see his sister as a sister, both he and Mrs. 
Booth are positivély and finally determined 
to enter into no discussion and to listen to 
no proposition concerning the reconsidera- 
tion of their position. Their step was taken 
definitely and prayerfully when they pub- 
licly at the Cooper Union meeting two weeks. 
ago committed themselves to the starting of 
a new movement, and no advances whatso- 
ever will lead either of them or the officers 
who are at their side to depart from the 
declarations they have made. International 
headquarters is perfectly well aware of the 
reasons which underly the whole question 
and made it impossible for Commander and 
Mrs. Booth to continue under their orders,”’ 

The leaders of the new movement chaim 
that the London officers are playing a trick 
—that they talk reconciliation in order 
to prevent many American officers from 
leaving the Salvation Army to join in the 
new movement. 

The grand reception in Carnegie Hall to 
the Booth-Tuckers has been postponed until 
April 7, a cable having been received which 
says that Commissioner Booth-Tucker dis- 
embarked from the steamer to the tender 
and returned to Southampton with his 
youngest son, who was taken ill on board the 
steamer. 

Word was received at the Bible House 
headquarters today that Capt. Booth and 
wife, together with the corps at Long 
Branch, N. J., had joined the Volunteers.

The details 
have all been arranged. 

The four delegwates-at-large will be Thomas 
Cc. Platt of Tioga, Chauncey M. Depew of. 
New York, Warner Miller of Herkimer, and 
iidward Lauterbach of New York. The al.’ 
ternates will be Speaker Hamilton Fish of 
Putnam, Francis S. Wethersbee of Essex, 
(. LD. babeock of Monroe, and Daniel H. 
MeMillan of Erie. The Electors-at-Large 
will be E. H,. Butler of Buffalo and Gen, 
Penjamin Tracey of Brooklyn. 


Chief Planks in the Platform, . 


The platform, so the knowing ones say, 
was drawn up today and will fortunately be 
all ready for the Committee on Resolutions 
when it shall have been appointed tomor- 
row. It deals chiefly with the two questions 
of tariff and the currency. 

The tariff plank is said to be short. It ig 
as far from the McKinley idea as the leaders 
dared go. It declares in favor of just 
enough protection to help out “ the indus- 
tries’’ without ‘* fostering monopoly.” It 
is the expectation that this will be sufficient 
for necessary purposes and will not prove of.- 
fensive to those who could not stand the 
radical protection which McKinley once 
gave the country. 

Inasmuch as the Ohio’resolutions did not 
say anything about the doctrine of reciproci- 
ty, it ‘is likely that the New York platform 
will do so. 

The money resolutionis *“‘twenty-one Karat 
gold.” It declares against the free cotnage 
of silver at 16 to] orany other ratio. It ‘‘ de- 
plores’”’ the constant agitation of this ques- 
tion as disastrous to business, and insists on 
the gold standard in the payment of the Na- 
tion’s debts.so long as that is the standard 
of other industrial and commercial nations, 
The platform lets such State issues as the 
Raines liquor tax law and the Greater New 
York bill severely alone. 


Iarrison Talk Is Strong. 


There is some genuine McKinley sentiment 
among the delegates. There Is sdéme ir fa- 
vor of Speaker Reed. There is some in fa- 
vor of Allison. But, acknowledging this, 
some of the men who are oldest in politics 
said a majority of the delegates, if they rep- 
resented their counties instead of obeying 
the boss, would favor ex-President Harri- 
son. There was Harrison talk more than 
McKinley talk by two to one. 


MeKinley Boom Is Launched, 


The Presidential boom in New York City 
of William MecfKKinley Jr. of Ohio was 
launched at Cooper Union tonight. The hall 
was well filled. Over the center of the stage 
was a life-size picture of ex-Gov. McKinley 
framed with tin.plates. Underneath the 
picture was a silk banner, with the following 
in gold letters:, ** The Anti-Machine Repub- 
lican Organization of the City and County 
of New York.’ To the right of the platform 
was another banner: ‘‘ The Republican 
Party Stands for an Honest Dollar and ths 
Way to Earn It,’ and on the left was a ban- 
ner with the inscription: ‘*‘ William McKine 
ley, Prosperity’s Advance Agent.”’

LAST NAMES FOR ALDERMEN RE- 
CEIVED UP TO MIDNIGHT. 


List Shows 163 Citizens Anxious to Oc- 
cupy the Thirty-six Seats to Be Va- 
eated in the Councii—Charies Hes- 
ler, People’s Party, Gets In Too Late 
—Forty Independent Candidates 
Are Noted—Old Parties Represent- 
ed in Nearly Every Ward. 


There are 163 citizens of Chicago who have 
ahi ambition to become Aldermen. There 
would have been another had not Charles 
Hesler been three minutes behind time. As 
there are only thirty-six seats in the Council 
to be filled 127 of the ambitious ones must 
come out of the race disappointed. 

The last nomination filed was that of John 
B. Pallasch, a Fifteenth Ward Democrat, by 
petition, and he got In eleven minutes before 
midnight with it. There are no less than 
forty independent candidates. The Repub- 
licans have a party nominee in every ward 
except the Nineteenth. There they indorsed 
Thomas Gallagher, the Democrat, for the 
short term and William J. Gleeson, Inde- 
pendent, for thelongterm. Inthe Third and 
Thirty-first Wards the Democrats made no 


nominations. 

The time for getting names on the official 
baliot expired at 12 o’clock last night. Just 
three minutes after that time Charles Hes- 
ler, nominated by a People’s party conven- 
tion, arrived atthe City Hall. He was barred 
out. 

At the Clerk’s Office. 

From early in the forenoon until midnight 
delegations went trooping up the stairway 
and into City Clerk Van Cleave’s office with 
thelr certificates and petitions. Frederick 
Rentz, running independent in the 
Thirteenth Ward, carried the biggest load. 
His petition made a bundle nearly as large 
around asa nail keg. John H. Colvinof the 
Twenty-second, however, gave_him a close 
rub for supremacy as the champion. 

Patrick Morris, who bears a record of hav- 
ing been an independent candidate in every 
campaign for several years, put in an ap- 
pearance with his petition an hour before the 
time expired. 

George Williams of the First Ward filed his 
papers at 4 o’clock and declared no man or 
set of men could bring any influence to bear 
that. would induce him to get off the ticket. 

More excitement was created by the Eighth 
Ward Democrats than by men from any 
other section. They had a split in their con- 
vention. The crowd which nominated Frank 
Meek rushed to the City Hall like madmen 
in order to file his nomination papers ahead 
of the 8S. J. Halik faction. James J. Banks 
and his friends were on hand waiting to see 
what the Democrats did before they let his 
hame go in. 

The People’s party has candidates in twen- 
ty-four of the thirty-four wards. The So- 
cialistic Labor party has nominations in the 
Fifth, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, 
Twelfth, Thirteenth, Fourteenth, Nineteenth, 
Twenty-first, Twenty-fifth, Thirtieth, and 
Thirty-fourth Wards. 


Mixed Up in Places. 


In some places things are badly mixed. 
The Second Ward has the fewest and the 
Tenth the most candidates. Both seats from 
the Tenth Ward, however, are to be filled. 
That division has the distinction of being 
the only one to present Prohibition candi- 
dates. 

Speaking of the independents, J. R. B. Van 
Cleave and Robert E. Burke, Secretaries, 
respectively, of the Republican and Demo- 
cratic Central committees, said there were 
never so many in an Aldermanic campaign, 
and both predicted fewer of them will be 
elected than ever before. 

It will be noticed that the Republican party 
has paid closer attention to public sentiment 
than the Democrats, in refusing to put up 
present incumbents for reélection. Alex- 
ander H. Watson, Conrad Kahler, Edward 
W. Stanwood, Hubert W. Butler, and Cyrus 
H. Howell are the only ones kept before the 
people. 

It can be said of Watson, Kahler, Butler, 
and Howell that there was no particular 
party opposition to them in their respective 
wards. The machine forced Stanwood upon 
the people of the Thirteenth against the 
protests of a strong element.

Cleveland, O., March 23.—[{Special. }—Cleve- 
land bankers and their associates all over 
Ohio are interested in the question of tax- 
ing express companies for issuing money 
orders.

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RIOT AT A CONVENTION, 


BATTLE OF DEMOCRATIC FACTIONS 
IN THE EIGHTH WARD. 


Supporters of Frank Meek Attempt to 
Prevent the Nomination of 8. J. 
Halik for Alderman—Police Have to 
Be Called to Clear the Hall—Mob in 
the Street Puts Up a Candidate—

The last of the Aldermanic nominations 
were made last night.

William T. Gleason, Repub- 
lican, was named by the Nineteenth Ward 
Republicans, and has the backing of the 
Municipal Voters’ League.

Two riot calls at the Canalport Avenue and 
the Hinman Street Police Stations, a number 
of rough and tumble fights on the street, 
a stampede of a crowd of 500 persons by a 
score of policemen, and two riotous conven- 
tions, one of which was held in the open air, 
were some of the features of the Democratic 
Aldermanic convention of the Eighth Ward 
last night at No. 400 West Eighteenth street. 

AS a result of the convention two candi- 
dates Were nominated for Alderman. Stan- 
islav J. Halik, an attorney, received the 
regular nomination made in the Bohemian 
Hall, and Frank Meek was nominated by a 
howling mob on the sidewalk. 


Three Candidates. 


Twenty-one delegates were entitled to 
votes in the convention. There were three 
candidates, Stanislav J. Halik, Frank Meek, 
and Paul Slatinsky. At the primaries Halik 
secured twelve delegates and Meek claimed 
the other nine, although the friends. of 
oe noggemaamd said three of the latter were for 

im. 

A crowd of the followers of Meek and 
Slatinsky took possession of the hall early 
and when the Halik delegates arrived there 
was trouble. M. S. Garry attempted to’call 
the meeting to order, but the uproar was too 
great. Sergt. Moore of the Canalport Ave- 
nue Station and six policemen could not 
handle the crowd and sentariotcall. When 
the patrol wagon arrived the police cleared 
the hall of all except the delegates. This, 
however, did not make much difference to 
the supporters of Meek, who with whoops, 
yells, and much profanity placed him in 
nomination. 


Sends In a Riot Call. 


This action almost precipitated a riot. 
Sergt. Moore ordered another call for rein- 
forcements, and soon a patrol wagon full of 
policemen from the Hinman Street Station 
arrived. Before they reached the place, 
however, Sergt. Moore and his men charged 
upon the crowd, driving them away. Women, 
who lined the sidewalks, sought safety in 
neighboring stores. Then policemen  pa- 
trolled the sidewalk and entrance to the hall, 
and no one who could not produce a qreden- 
tial was permitted to enter. 

It was %:30 o’clock when the convention 
resumed business. 

“ This appears to be a snap convention,’” 
shouted James O’Connell. “ The police of 
this city would not let the delegates from 
north of the tracks comein here. They were 
run out like so many cattle.’’ 

‘*T say that is a lie,’’ shouted Stanislav J. 
Halik. This caused another uproar, and a 
score of men were on their feet in an instant, 
all yelling for recognition. John Reardon 
shouted: “It is not a lie. I myself was 
refused admission here and had to fight my 
way in. Policemen stopped me and tried to 
throw me out.”’ 

When it was discovered the Meek delegates 
on the outside had gone home Mr. Halik 
was placed in nomination. 

During the primaries in the ward D. J. 
Solor’s saloon, No. 2 Margaret street, was 
the scene of trouble. In the rear of the 
saloon was the polling-place of the Second 
Precinct, and at 5:30 o’clock a crowd had 
collected to hear the result. It was charged 
Mr. Slatirsky and his followers made an at- 
tempt to secure the ballot-box. A free-for- 
all fight resulted. As the policemen dis- 
persed the crowd several men ran into the 
saloon. Solor was behind the bar, and as 
he saw the men coming he fired three shots 
into the air to frighten them away.

Schoelkopf and 
Whitten had run to the kitchen, from the 
door of which they opened fire.

Senator Cullom, who 
was then a member of the Foreign commit- 
tee of the House and is now one of the cor- 
responding body in the Senate, recently 
spoke before the committee in an enthusi- 
astic manner of the benefit derived from 
these frequent consultations with Secretary

RECEIVERS OF NATIONAL BANKS. 


Millard R. Power Proposes a Plan for 
Their Government, 

Washington, D. C., March 23.—[Special.]— 
After consulting with the officers of a num- 
ber of national banking institutions at Chi- 
cago a bill has been framed by Millard R. 
Power which was introduced in the House 
today by Congressman Hopkins. This 
proposition refers to the appointment of 
national bank receivere by the Controller of 
the Currency, and declares that within 
three months from the time of their ap- 
pointment they must file an inventory and 


the value of estate of the institutions to 


which they may be assigned. 

There must also be filed a lst of stock- 
holders and the number of shares owned by 
each, with a view to determining their re- 
sponsibility. All such inventories and lists 
must be filed with the clerks of the respect- 
ive courts within whose jurisdiction the 
banking institutions may be located. 

‘** All I know about this subject,’’ remarked 
Mr. Hopkins, *‘ is that the bill was sent me 
by Mr. Power, a prominent lawyer of Chi- 
cago. He has made a specialty of national 
bank cases, and has consequently been 
brought in contact with the leading banking 
people of this country. As a result of con- 
ferences with financial men he has embodied 
their views in the bill which I introduced 
today, and which has been referred to the 
Committee on Banking and Currency.”’ 


FIREPROOF BUILDING FOR MUSEUM. 


Valuable Collections Are Not Availa- 
ble for Scientific Use. 

Washington, D. C., March 23.—[Special.]— 
In a report presented to the Senate today 
regarding the proposition to provide an addi- 
tional fireproof building for the collections 
now belonging to the National Museum the 
statement was made that the museum as it 
now stands is the cheapest public building 
of a permanent character ever erected, hav- 
ing cost only $2.25 a square foot of floor space

um buildings in Central Park, New York, 
cost from $20 to $30 asquare foot. The pres- 
ent building used by the National Museum 
ibition 
in Philadelphia as a temporary accommoda- 
tion for the collections then presented to 
the United States by foreign governments 
and private exhibiters. The collections have 
zrown enormously even within the last year, 
there now being something near 3,500,000 
specimens. It is proposed to erect a new 
building so that some of the wonderful col- 
lections now stored away in nooks and cor- 
ners and rotting sheds should no longer be 
kept from the public view and the examina- 
tion of students and scientists. 


WHURBER’S SALARY NOT TO BE CUT. 


Senate Will Restore the Private Sec- 
retary’s Compensation. 

Washington, D. C., March 23.—(jSpecial.}]— 
When the legislative, executive, and judicial 
appropriation bill was before the House Pri- 
vate Secretary Thurber’s salary was made 
the basis of an attack which came from dis- 
appointed Democrats who had falled to se- 
cure access to President Cleveland with the 
frequency to which they believed their emi- 
nence entitied them. Under the original law 


“the President’s private secretary is entitled 


to $3,500 annually, but for years, or since 
the days of Dan Lamont, the salary was 
made $5,000. The disgruntled Democrats in 
the House, acting strictly under the rule, se- 
cured the reduction of Mr. Thurber’s salary 
to the statutory amount of $3,500, as the in- 
crease was ruled out on the familiar point 
of order that it changed existing law. The 
Senate, however, cares little for rules and 
points of order and the Committee on Ap- 
propriations promptly raised the House by 
giving the President's faithful guardian the 
full $5,000. The amendment will go, with 
others, to conference, the House will accept 
it, and Mr. Thurber will be happy once more. 


BILL TO RELIEVE FEDERAL COURTS. 


Judge Grostcup in Washington Rec- 


ommending a Referee Measure. 

Washington, D. C. March 23.—[Special.]— 
Judge Grosscup of the Districit Court at 
Chicago is here to urge the passage of the bill! 
introduced by Representative Cooke to re- 
lieve the Federal courts of part of the pres- 
ent press of business. The new measure was 
framed by Judge Grosscup and ex-Judge 
Blodgett. It provides that where the parties 
to a suit agree they may try the case before 
a referee, whose decision shall be binding 
upon both. It is urged for this measure 
that if adopted it would undoubtedly clear 
the dockets materially. The bill is pre- 


ferred to that previously introduced per- 


mitting the employment of the service of 
retired Judges, as under the new measure 
any competent person could hear the case.

Washington, D. C., March 23.—The House 
Committee on Naval Affairs today decided 
to have one of the four new battleships pro- 
vided for in the bill built on the Pacific 
coast. If the President concludes, however, 
that the cost of constructing a warship on 
the Pacific coast is excessive he can let a 
contract to have it built elsewhere. It was 
decided to have one of the fifteen. torpedo 
boats built on the coast, one on the Gulf 
of Mexico, and one in the Mississippi River.

ORDINANCE TO ELEVATE NORTH- 
WESTERN TRACKS IS PASSED. 


Rut Four Votes Against It-—Down- 
Town Lines of the West Chicago 
and North Chicago Street Ratlway 
Companies to Have Trolleys—At- 
tempt to Aid the Garment-Working 
Strikers Fails—Breeze Arises Over 


Certain School Sites.

Passed an ordinance for the elevation of 
the tracks of the Northwestern railroad com- 
pany. s 

Received and referred an ordinance for 
“trolleying ” the down-town street railway 
lines from Polk street to the river and from 
the lake to the river. 

Passed a resolution requesting the Mayor 
to intercede with the clothing manufactur- 
ers so as to bring about an prima of the 
causes which led to the existing strike. 

Discharged the special committee appoint- 
ed at the last Council meeting to investigate 
charges of* fraud and complicity relative to 
curshed stone contracts. 

Received and referred an ordinance al- 
lowing the Chicago Tower company to build 
a tower 1,150 feet high on the Lake-Front 
at the foot of Van Buren street, 

Received and referred an ordinance al- 
lowing the Santa Fé railroad to build from 
Forty-ninth to Fifty-fourth 
thence west to the limits.

Passed an ordinance making safe a danger- 
ous railroad crossing at Trumbull avenue 
and the Burlington tracks. 


Three Interesting council Hours. 


Three hours full of interest were consumed > 


by the City Council for its session last night. 
The features of the night were the passage 
of the ordinance for the elevation of the 
tracks of the Northwestern railroad com- 
pany and an ordinance introduced by Ald. 
Gleason relative to erecting trolley wires 
for the down-town street railways. 

The Gleason ordinance, which Is sure to 
make a great stir in the community, grants 
permission to the North Chicago and the 
West Chicago Street railway companies to 
use and operate their respective lines with 
electricity as a motive power. The construc- 
tion of the electric lines shall be the same 
as those now on Clark street south of Wash- 
ington street, or as shall be directed by the 
Mayor and Commissioner of Public Works. 
If the electric power used shall be by means 
of overhead contact wires suspended from 
poles, all such wires shall be suspended from 
poles set within the curb limit of the street 
on either side thereof, and all poles shall be 
so set as to obstruct public traffic as little 
as possible. 

The wires shall be at least eighteen and a 
half feet above the rails and the poles shall 
not be less than 115 feet apart except at the 
intersection of streets. The companies are 
to be authorized to construct and relay all 
necessary tracks and make al! needful and 
convenient curves, switches, and turnouts, 
and, should an underground system be 
adopted, to make all needful and convenient 
excavations, trenches, and sewer connec- 
tions. The companies shall forever indemni- 
fy the City of Chicago against all damages 
which the city may suffer. Each company 
shall give to the city a bond of $25,000 for 
faithful observance of the provisions and 
conditions of the ordinance. It was referred 
to the Committee on Streets and Alleys 
South. 

For Track Elevation, 

The main features of the ordinance for 
the elevation of the tracks of the Northwest - 
ern road, together with a list of the scub- 
ways, have time and again been published. 
It was at first intended to make twenty-one 
subways at street crossings. By the time 
the committee got through with its work 
this number was extended to forty-one, an 1 
there were propositions before the Council 
for at least a dozen more. 

Representatives of the railroad company 
who were on the floor watching the proceed- 
ings said they had no objections to one of 
these, to-wit, at Leland avenue, but the 
others were oppressive and should be re- 
jected. It is optional with the company 
whether it will accept the ordinance, and 
many of the members of the Council felt it 
would be better to make some concessions 
than to let the matter go by fhe board. The 
ameudment for the subway at Leland ave 
nue was virtually accepted, and subways 
were, by vote of the Council, ordered at 
Forty-third court and Leavitt street extend- 
ed, or, as it is known on the. map, Snow 
street. 

All the other amendments were voted 
down, but in some cases the vote was ex- 
tremely close. Ald. Finkler had an amend- 
ment for subways at Melrose street, Belle 
Plaine avenue, and Berwyn avenue. The 
vote on this proposition was a tie at the 
conclusion of the roll call and it was only on 
the rallying of the absentees that it was 
tabled. 

May Kill the Ordinance. 


But Ald. Greenacre got in an amendment 
which may prove the death of the ordinance. 
It read as follows: “* That this ordinance is 
on the express condition that it shall not be 
held or construed to in any manner vacate 
parts of the present streets crossed by the 
tracks or right of way of the railway com- 
pany.” 

The ordinance, as originally drawn, de- 
clared that parts of streets over which the 
tracks passed and where there were no sub- 
ways should be declared vacated. The 
Greenacre amendment says specifically 
there shall be no vacations in such cases: in 
other Words, the streets which are closed up 
are just as much streets as ever, although 
they are not thoroughfares. The representa- 
tives of the railroad company on the floor 
declared unhesitatingly that this proposition 
was anything but satisfactory to them. 

Vhile they had no avwthority to speak for the 
President of the Northwestern road, they ex- 
pressed the opinion that the company would 
not accept the ordinance in its present con- 
dition. Some people even went tothe length 
of saying that the Greenacre amendment 
would have to be stricken out before the com- 
pany would be satisfied with the ordinance. 
There were no end of speeches on the ordi- 
nance and the amendments. 

A great many wortiiy statesmen embraced 
the opportunity to air their views before ad- 
miring constituents. Eariy in the evening 
Ald. Foster af the Twenty-seventh went to 
Mr. Madden, who was in the chair, and said 
he wanted to bring in a little delegation from 
his ward. He got a ticket allowing him un- 
limited privilege of the floor and he marched 
in a®out 100 voters. These men wanted a 
subway at Hunting avenue, and every time 
an Alderman made a specch in favor of more 
subways they applauded lustily. 


Caustic Remarks by O'Neill. 


When Jack O'Neill explained his vote on 
one of the amendments he took a hard shot 
at the Hunting avenue delegation for its 
unseemly conduct in applauding the various 
speakers. To O'Neill's mind the proceedings 
partook of the nature of a town meeting, 
and it will be no fault of his if the ears of the 
Hunting avenue delegation do not tingle for 
the next week by reason of O’Neill’s caustic 
remarks. 3

There was a whopping big petition with 
this resolution, and Chairman Madden rec- 
ognized Ald.

Crushed Stone Inquiry Scotched. 


It will be remembered the Council at its 
last meeting, on motion of Ald. Madden, ap- 
pointed a special committee, with Ald. 
O'Neill as Chairman, charged with investi- 
gating insinuations of crookedness of cer- 
tain Aldermen and city officials with regard 
to the supposititious, ordinance compelling 
use of crushed stone. It was the outgrowth 
of a charge said to have been made by a man 
here in the city that there was a ring in the 
Council that was engaged in furthering the 
crushed stone interest. 

The Corporation Counsel rendered an opin- 
lon yesterday that the committee had no 
power to compel the attendance of witnesses 
or to administer an oath. The committee ex- 
amined a few witnevses, but didn’t get any- 
thing, and its Chairman, Ald. O'Neill, re- 
ported Assistant Corporation Counsel Dup- 
uy’s opinion, together with a _ resolution 
for the discharge of the committee. The 
resolution.which reads as follows, Was unan- 
imously adopted: 

‘* Whereas, An opinion in writing has been 
submitted to this Council by the Corporation 
Counsel which holds that the special inves- 
tigating committee appointed by  resolu- 
tion at the meeting of March 16, 1896, has 
not the power to compel the attendance of 
witnesses, administer oaths, and punish for 
contempt; therefore, 

“ Resolved, That said committee be and 
the same !s hereby discharged from any fur- 
ther duties imposed upon it by the resolution 
under which it was appointed.”’

1,1™) feet high on the Lake-Front, nearly op- 
posite the foot of Van Buren street. The 
purposes for which the tower is to be built 
are numerous, anti covered theaters, restau- 
rants, airships, bicycle tracks, and goodness 
knows what else. It was sent to the bone- 
yard, the Committee on Wharves and Public 
Grounds, and will probably be never heard 
of again. 

Ald. Mulcahy offered an ordinance allow- 
ing the Santa Fé road to build its tracks from 
Forty-ninth ‘to Fifty-fourth street and 
thence west to the westerly limits of the 
city. It went to the Committee on Streets 
and Alleys South. 

The City Collector sent in ordinances in- 
tended to cover the defect in ¢he liquor li- 
cense law, made necessary by a recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court. These were 
ordered deferred and published. 

The Council passed an ordinance giving 
the Sparr & Weiss company permission to 
construct a conduit in which to place elec- 
tric wires. The conduit passes across West 
Ohio and North Green streets, along the 
southerly line of Milwaukee avenue. 

An ordinance was offered and referred giv- 
ing the West and South Town street railway 
company a franchise for a double track road 
along South Kedzie avenue from Thirtieth 
to Thirty-eighth street. 

The West Chicago Street railway company 
asked permission: to build and operate rail- 
Ways on the following streets: California 
avenue, between Belmont avenue and Ar- 
mitage avenue, and between North avenue 
and Division street, and between Chicago 
avenue and Twenty-sixth street; also Kedzie 
avenue, between Chicago avenue and Mad- 
ison street, or such parts as the Council may 
see fit to grant. The matter was deferred. 


Accepts Jackson Street. 


The West Park Board sent in a notification 
of the acceptance of the Jackson street ordi- 
nance. The Council passed an ordinance 
straightening up a dangerous crossing at 
Trumbull avenue and the Burlington road. 
The work will be done by the company with- 
out expense tothe city. 

The Council, on motion of Ald. Coughlin, 
passed an ordinance declaring it shall not be 
lawful for any public hack to stand within 
S00 feet of a public hack stand. Ald. Powers 
got through an order requiring the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works to serve notice on 
some of the street car companies in the 
Nineteenth Ward, operated by electricty, to 
put their wires underground. 

The proposition for a $45,000 assembly hall 
at Scammon School was referred to the 
Committee on Schools, as was also an ordi- 
nance appropriating $45,000 for the purchase 
of a school site on Prairie avenue, being the 
property John H. Colvin wants to sell the 
city. This was done at the instance of Ald. 
Campbell, on whose motion the Council took 
from the files a report of the committee for 
a school site on West Superior street and 
Ashland avenue. The Alderman tried his 
best to pursue the same course with a favor- 
able report for a school site at Fifty-first 
and Sangamon streets. The amount was 
only $4,500, but it made a long debate. Ald. 


Utesch said the school was absolutely neces- - 


sary down his way, although he was in- 
clined to admit the appropriation asked for 
was a trifle excessive. The motion to take 
irom the files was killed. 

Another Central Electric Request. 


The Central Electric railway company 
presented petitions for a franchise for a 
street railway on Green and West Quincy 
streets. They were referred to the Com- 
mittee on Streets. and Alleys West. 

The Council, on motion of Ald. Manierre, 
reconsidered the vote by which an ordi- 
nauce was passed at the last meeting for 
the paving of North Clark street, from Chi- 
cugo avenue to Division street, and the ordl- 
nance was placed on file. 

An ordinance was introduced changing the 
name of Sheffield avenue to Sheridan road 
and it was referred to the Committee on 
Nomenclature. 

The Council, on motion of Ald. Kent, 
passed an ordinance declaring that the 
established grade of a street at an intersec- 
tion shall be accepted as the grade of the 
other intersecting street, or, as he expressed 
it, the established grade of the east and 
west street should be the established grade 
of the north and south street, and vice versa.

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STRIKES NON-UNION MAN. 


P. H. CURTIN ASSAULTS EMPLOYE OF 
KUH, NATHAN & FISCHER. 


Squad of Policemen in Citizens’ Dress, 
Aided by a Half Dozen Patrolmen, 
Prevents Further Trouble—War- 
rants Issued for Ten Strikers— 
Thirty Custom Tailors Concede Ad- 
vance and 1,300 Persons Return to 
Work—Destitution Denied. 


Striking garment makers made an assault 
upon non-union workers at Kuh, Nathan & 
Fischer’s at the hour of closing the shop yes- 
terday, which resulted in a panic and the ar- 
rest of P. H. Curtin, a striker. 

Only the activity of a squad of “ plain 
clothes’ police from Central detail, backed 
by half a dozen patrolmen, prevented a riot, 
which, it is said, had been planned for the 
purpose of bluffing the 150 employés of Kuh, 
Nathan & Fischer into joining the strike. 

Strikers on picket duty lounged about the 
corner of Franklin and Van- Buren streets 
from early morning. Shortly before 7 
o'clock, when the employés were going to 
work, a crowd of 200 gathered at the door- 
way of the big clothiers and tried to per- 
vent both men and girls from entering the 
building. The police were called to clear the 
street. 

Fearing: trouble at the closing hour extra 
police protection was asked. When the em- 
ployés passed into the street they met the re- 
ception expected. 


Try to Avoid Trouble. 


Individuals were singled out by groups of 
strikers, and under pretext of argument 
altertations were started. The non-union 
workers seemed timid and tried to avoid 
trouble. 

P. H. Curtin was noisy and refused to 
“move on” at police orders. With several 
other “ pickets ”’ he closed about three work- 
men who had crossed the street to the 
“Terminal” saloon. Orders to join the 
strikers met with refusal. 

Curtin then charged upon Simon Wolff, 
staggered him by a blow in the face, and 
was following up the assault when detec- 
tives put him under arrest. 

Frightened girls and timid men fied at the 
trouble, while others retreated into Kuh, 
Nathan & Fischer’s until assured danger 
was over. 

Clerks and department managers looked 
out of the windows of the big store with as 
much concern as the laborers. 

Warrants were taken out by. employés of 
Kuh, Nathan & Fischer for ten members of 
the strikers’ committees on charges of in- 
timidation by threats. 


Grant 25 Per Cent Advance, 


The day brought strikers and employers 
no nearer together except in the *‘ custom ”’ 
trade, where thirty contractors signed for a 
25 per cent advance over the wages paid last 
week. 

This sent over 1,300 employés to work yes- 
terday, and as many more are expected to 
follow. These do what is known as “ special 
order’ tailoring for the local retail trade. 
Their victory, it is said, was decided by the 
excited demand made upon tailors for rush- 
ing along spring suits. 

At strikers’ headquarters, No. 198 Madison 
street, cheering news was reported up and 
down the line. Charles F. Reichers, Na- 
tional President of the National Garment- 
Workers of America, will. come to Chicago 
on Wednesday. Meyer Schoenfeld, national 
organizer, who has been expected, is de- 
tained by sickness. 

Maurice M. Jacobs, national organizer for 
the West, returned from Milwaukee yester- 
day, where he succeeded in establishing a 
cutters’ and two tailors’ locals. These have 


organize! to prevent work being done in that 


city for Chicago manufacturers, and as a 
vote of sympathy the new unions sent $500 
to help sustain tie strikers. 

It was reported at headquarters George 
Schwitzner, a clothier, Nos. 575-579 Blue 
Island avenue, returned a bill of goods 
amounting to $1,000 yesterday to Kuh, Na- 
than & Fischer on the ground he would not 
handle goods made by non-union labor. 

Committees from the central body and lo- 
cal unions are canvassing among merchants 
asking such support. 


Join the Strikers. 


At the meeting of Tailors’ Association 
Local No. 82 at Warisingman’s Hall, West 
T'welfthand Morgan streets, yesterday after- 
noon the strikers were eheered by the an- 
nouncement that the employés of several 
contracting tailors had joined their cause 
during the day. Sixty hands went out on 
strike at Simon Gresen’s shop, Henry and 
Throop streets, and several smaller con- 
cerns were compelled to close. 

A Bohemian addressed nearly 500 striking 
tailors of his nationality at No. 1409 West 
Twenty-second street yesterday afternoon 
on the wrongs they had suffered from their 
employers, John Zenisek was President of 
the meeting. Matt Hanus, a delegate from 
ithe Cutters’ and Trimmers’ Association, 
Local No. 61, United Garment Workers of 
America, explained the purpose of the méet- 
ing and denied any of the strikers were 
suffering from want. 


Finds No Destitution. 


Assistant Secretary Klein of the Associ- 
ated Hebrew Charities spent most of yester- 
day investigating cases of alleged destitu- 
tion among the striking cutters. He re- 
ported last night he had not found a single 
person mentioned by the press as in dis- 
tress who wags in need of assistance. Fully 
three-fourths of all the cases brought to his 
notice were on the books of the association 
as chronic applicants for charity, some of 
them dating from 1874. 

** The fact is,”’ said he, ** most of the strik- 
ers are Hebrews. They know where to apply 
for help, and weuld have applied if they had 
been in need. Some of the persons reported 
as in want have given assumed names. 

“If any Hebrew is in distress he has but 
to apply at this office, and he will be helped.”’ 

O. W. Potter, who has taken charge of re- 
lief money, had received up to 4 o'clock yes- 
'terday $250. Of this sum $100 was subscribed 
by himself, and $100 by William H. Colvin. 

Yesterday Mr. Potter sent out a number 
of appeals which he expects will bear fruit 
in a few days. 

Druggist Klotz, No. 471 North Ashland 
avenue, sent out word he would fill all pre- 
scriptions for medicines free of charge. 


Each Side Blames the Other. 


Both employers and working people are 
disclaiming responsibility for bringing on 
the strike. The garment cutters, with whom 
the trouble started, blame the manufactur- 
ers and are in turn saddled with responsibil- 
ity by the manufacturers. 

‘Real responsibility for the thousands 
now out of employment,”’ said Adolph Na- 
than, “ rests with the leaders and officers of 
No. 61, National Garment Workers of Amer- 
ica. The manufacturers begged these not to 
go out. We asked them to come back under 
the promise of the same wages without 
longer hours, with requirements for a day's 
work the-same as existed before the enforce- 
ment by the union of the ridiculous maxi- 
mum of work to be done by individuals. They 
would not. 

‘The manufacturers have been willing to 
leave all matters to arbitration except man- 
aging their factories. This they consider a 


nee mani right which cannot be com- 
promisea.’’ 

Striking stonecutters and their ‘‘ bosses ” 
held a meeting at the Tremont House yes- 
terday, hoping to patch up their difficulties, 
It was given out the strike was likely to 
come to a speedily settlement. 


DEBS AND M'BRIDE ALSO DENY. 


Both Assert They Never Signed the 
, * Free Silver Proclamation.” 

In the face of positive denials from several 
of the labor leaders who he said had signed 
his ‘‘ free silver.proclamation,” J. B. Lehigh 
yesterday maintained all the signatures to 
that document were genuine. 

As agent of the Montana free silver organ- 
ization he had traveled all over the country 
to secure them, and he was surprised to see 
their genuineness questioned. He was eager 
to discuss the “ proclamation "’ from its in- 
ception two years ago and to refute what he 
called ‘‘ the inference he was a forger.”’ 

“I will tell you how it happened,’’ he said. 
“These men probably thought they were 
asked if they had ever signed any paper 
coming from the free silver party. As our 
proclamation comes not from any party but 
from advocates of free silver they of course 
said no.’’ 

Mr. Lehigh said he was surprised to see

Come to think of it, though, 
he signed the paper nearly two years ago 
and has forgotten it.”’ 

Then he was shown the following’ from 
John McBride: 

‘* Massillon, O., March 23.—I have signed 
no proclamation issued by the free silver 
party, although I believe in the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver. 

‘* JOHN McBRIDE.” 

This convinced him all the labor leaders 
had forgotten having signed his proclama- 
tion. 

‘You see it was drawn up two years ago,” 
he said, ‘‘ and I suppose they don’t recall it. 
Yes, that is certainly the explanation. They 
have forgotten it. It was presented to Con- 
gress long ago, and I can get the original 
document and prove the signatures affixed 
are genuine.’”’ 

P. M. Arthur, Chief of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, and one of those 
whose names was signed to the document, 
was at the Great Northern Hotel yesterday. 
He admitted having signed the proclamation, 
not as head of his brotherhood, he said, but 
as an individual.

Few Englishwomen of modern times have 
received so much discussion, censure, and 
praise as Lady Burton. Her life was full 
of adventure and toil from the time she mar- 
ried Sir Richard Burton. For thirty years 
she shared his wild, adventurous life, often 
wearing man's attire when among savage 
tribes. For fifteen years before his death 
Sir Richard had been at work upon his 
translation of “‘ The Perfumed Gardens,” a 
work having a different standard of moral- 
ity than that prevailing in the Western 
‘world. The book was completed the day of 
his death. The widow was offered $30,000 
and $50,000 for the manuscript, and she 
sorely needed the money, but realizing the 
nature of the book she determined to de- 
stroy it. This she did by burning the pages 
one by one, believing that the act would 
cut any cords that held back her husband 
from heaven. After this deed, which raised 
a howl of adverse and diverse comment 
throughout the reading world, Lady Burton 
lived in strict retirement until the time of 
her death.

Cigar Dealers Down-Town Say They 
Are Opposed to the Habit and 
Would Like to See the Business

Francisco Educators, to End the

The exposé in Tue TRIBUNE of the cigaret 
habit among the boys of the public schools 
has attracted great attention in school cir- 
cles and generally. There is a perceptible 
difference in the féeling of smokers and non- 
smokers, but the universal sentiment seems 
to be one of regret to iearn of the wide extent 
and lamentable effects of the vice.

The 
school Superintendents and teachers stand 
ready to do anything which promises the 
least success.”’ 
Views of Tobacconists. 

Representative retail cigar and tobacco 
dealers are almost a unit in denouncing 
civarets, and say they would welcome the day 
when there was no sale forthem. They are 
not agreed whether there is an increasing 
demand for them. Some were inclined to 
think they were falling into disfavor, espe- 
cially among the better class of smokers. 

Generally they were disposed to think the 
hard times had driven many people 
to use them, as they are much cheaper than 
cigars.

Cigaret-Smokers’ Manners. 


W. F. Monroe, No. 143 Dearborn street, 
said: ‘‘l can tell cigaret smokers the mo- 
ment they come in the door. Their manner 
is different from that of the cigar smoker 
As a general rule they are nervous and 
fidgety and have peculiar characteristics 
which distinguish them. The _§ slightest 
thing will annoy them, and I have had them 
hand me back a package of cigarets because 
there was some tmark on the cover of the 


box. 

‘‘There is some fascination about then 
which seems to hold the victim of the habit 
in bonds which he cannot break. I have 
known of many trying to stop using then, 
but as a rule they failed, and lamented bit- 
terly they could not break off their wse. 
Some do, of course, but they are always peo- 
ple of strong wili. I am persuaded there is 
some form of opium mixed up in the tobacco, 
for in no other way could the habit have the 
hold which it does upon those addicted to it. 

‘The opportunities for harmful effects ary 
greater than is the case in any other use of 
tobacco, for the reason of their eheapness 
and the short smoke they furnish. And tn 
this latter respect lies the greatest evil .in 
their use—outside, of course, of inhaling 
their smoke, which Is simply taking so much 
poison into the system. 

Thinks Babit Growing. 

Albert Breitung was as pronounced as Mr. 
Monroe in condemning cigarets. 

‘T am inclined to think the habit is grow- 
ing, at least it is in my trade,’ he said. ‘*‘ The 
cheapness of cigarets, the opportunity for a 
short smoke which they furnish are un- 
doubtedly toac -onsiderable degree responst- 
ble for it, but the principal reason I think is 
the peculiar pleasure they give the smoker. 
There ‘ts a drug of some kind in the tobacco 
which gives effects no other form of tobacco 
can give. There can be no doubt as to their 
harmful effects, and I would be glad if their 
use could be stopped altogether.” 

David Lilienfeld of Lilienfeld Bros., Mon- 
roe street and Fifth avenue, sald: 

‘‘] wish it was possible to stop their use 
nltogether. 
the tobacco business. There {s no money 
to the dealer and there is much harm to the 
user. And this is especially true of the 
younr boys who use them. It is bad enough 
for a man, but I never see a boy smoking 
one of them that I don’t want to stop and 
tell him unless he wants to wreck his health 


to throw it away. 

John J. Dolan, Washington and Dearborn 
streets, said: 

“IT do not believe much in the theory of 
cheapness as responsible for their use, al- 
though this is undoubtedly the case among 
boys.

QUINBY SHOT IN THE RIGHT ARM. 


Attacks John A.C. Wright and the Lat- | 


ter Uses His Weapon. 

Rochester, N. Y., March 23.—[Special.}— 
John A. C. Wright, President of the National 
Good Roads Associations, and well-known 
through this and other States as an exponent 
of better country roads, early this afternoon 
shot Henry Quinby, son of the late Gen. 
Isaac Quinby. 

The shooting occurred in the corridor of 
the Elwood Building, outside of Mr. Wright's 
office.

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THE HOPE OF THE DEMOCRATS. 

Senator Lindsay of Kentucky, who is an 
honest money Democrat, says that the 
chances of success of his party this fall de- 
peng on the adoption of a straddling. fac- 
ing-all-ways currency plank at St. Louis 
and of an unequivocal, uncompromising 
honest money one at Chicago. 

This is the view of the case which is taken 
by all the honest money Democrats. They 
want the Republicans, who hold their na- 
tional convention first, to adopt some 
Janus-faced curreney plank in the hope of 
catching the votes of the silver-mining 
States—some milk-and-water declaration of 
devotion to a sound currency which may be 
satisfactory west of the Missouri, but will 
be looked on with distrust east of it. Then, 
if the Republicans do that, these Demo- 
crats propose, if they can, and they think 
they can, to have their convention adopt a 
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while they pass freely through the envelop- 
ing integuments.

The Republican National convention 
meets on the 16th of June, less than three 
months hence. It can extinguish the hopes 
of the Democrats, for it can adopt a eur- 
rency plank so explicit that the Democrats 
can make no capital out of it in the honest 
money States. But the Ohio plank will not 
fill the bill. It will not meet the demands 
of those who want to be sure there will be 
no paltering with the currency. 

That Ohio plank demands the use of both 


gold and silver as “ standard money.” Then 


the Ohioans want two standards. But the 
intelligent men of this country do not. They 
know that a double standard is impossible. 
They know there never has been but one 
at a time in the United States, and that for 
the last sixty years it has been gold. 

When business-men hear trimming poli- 
ticians talking about a double standard, the 
dollar made out of one metal having twice 
the intrinsic value of the dollar made out of 
the other metal], they suspect the honesty 
of those politicians. These business-men 
know that'if there are two standards in 
theory there will be only one in reality, 
and they are afraid that the hidden design 
of this -palaver about two standards is to 
replace the gold by the silver one. 

The business-men of the United States 
do not object to the use of silver, half a 
billion of which is doing service now, but 
they do not want to hear anything about a 
silver standard, especially at a time when 
shifty politicians are pretending that at 
this time, when it takes 742 graius of silver 
to buy 23 grains of gold the world over, 
dollars containing 371 grains of silver can 
circulate on equal terms with dollars con- 
taining 23 grains of gold under a free coin- 
age system. e 

The gold standard has been the only one 
in this country for sixty years, or since 
1834. An overwhelming majority of the 
people are opposed to the abandonment of 
that single standard, which is the standard 
of the civilized world. Therefore the Re- 
publican party should say in its platform 
that it is opposed to the introduction of any 
other standard and is opposed to all double 
Standard experiments. It should say that 
there are many forms of money, silver and 
paper being among them, but that there is 
only one standard money—gold—and that 
it must remain the standard money. 

With such a platform nothing the Demo- 
erats can do at Chicago in July will save 
them from utter defeat in November, 
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ASTOUNDING WORK WITH THE X RAY. 
In the hands of Edison the X ray is as 
obedient a servant as ever demon was sup- 
posed to be to the will of its master. Le 
first fully studied the character of the mys- 
terious ray and then entered on a still hunt 
through the great storehouse of nature, re- 
sulting in the discovery of the substauce 
which most perfectly transmits the ray. 
By the aid of a screen covered with the crys- 
tals of this‘material, the tungstate of cal- 
cium, the interior of the human frame is 
lighted up by the X rays so completely that 
it can be seen without the intervention of 
an ocular lens or the use of a skiagraph. 
In the language of the reporter, Edison 
“sees every organ of the body as plainly 
as he sees the dishes on his dinner table.” 
The hitherto hidden secret is laid bare asa 
Given the 


ber and intensity, with the most appropriate 
medium for the exhibition of their power, 
and these rays force their way in straight 
lines between the untold millions of molec- 
ular entities that coinpose the different 
forms of matter, They are not summarily 
stopped in their course, are the pulsa- 
tions of the ordinary ray of light, because 
they do not strike sidewise against the 
molecules that are vibrating in the ether 
which pervades the interior of all material 
masses as well as the regions of celestial 
space. They do meet with a minified re- 
sistance, the amount of which varies with 
the constitution as well as the thickness of 
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distanee from that source, and the employ- 
ment of an appropriate receiver for the 
rays, to determine just what shall be light- 
ed up and have its internal conditions re- 
vealed by their aid. The result of the inves- 
tization, so far as it has been conducted, is 
so astounding that it challenges belief, for 
in one sense it is as wonderful as anything 
that has been claimed in the way of work- 
ing miracles. well may wait with 
bated breath for what yet will be done in 
this line of effort. It is not logical to think 
the end has been reached so soon, 
More probably we are vet only on the 
threshold of the temple of scientific knowl-

edge the interior of which will be lighted 


up to human gaze by the X ray. 
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THE ANGLO-EGYPTIAN CAMPAIGN. 

The first step in the Anglo-Egyptian cam. 
paign has been taken in the forward move- 
ment of the advance guards, consisting of 
1.200 men, last Friday and their occupation 
of Akasheh, which was entered without op- 
position, and which will be fortified at once. 
It is intimated they will remain there until 
by reconnoitering they learn the strength 
of the dervish outposts, and are likely to 
stay until the Akasheh railroad is com- 
pleted. The movement in all probability 
was only precautionary, as the main column 
is not yet assembled, as it is now too late 
for a spring campaign in the desert, even 
for black troops. It is reported that there 
are but 6,000 troops at Wady Halfa,and that 
the march upon Dongola will not commence 
until this force has been increased to 10,000 
and supplies and munitions have been for- 
warded. 

Meanwhile on the other side there is no 
confirmation as yet of an alliance between 
the dervishes and the Abyssinians. Onthe 
contrary, there does not appear to be any 
good reason for such an alliance. The 
Abyssinian campaign has come to a halt 
pending negotiations for peace between 
King Menelek and King Humbert which 
are at present delayed by the question of 
indemnity, the sum demanded by the 
former being considered extortionate. The 
dervishes, who are reported as approaching 
Kassala, have not been fortunate in their 
first encounters with the Italians in a pass 
commanding the approaches to the above 
place. They have twice been defeated and 
driven back with considerable losses,-and 
should they make a third assault are likely 
to be defeated again, as the Italians have 
been ‘reinforced. 

It is not altogether clear that in making 
this forward movement England has for its 
principal purpose the helping of the Ital- 
inns, though there can be no question that 
such a movement will indirectly produce 


| such a result by creating a diversion which 
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will relieve the Italians from the danger of 
attack by their new enemy, the Khalifa’s 
forces. If the English policy were relief 
for the Italians their troops would take a 
direct route for Kassala, which could easily 
be done, instead of occupying months of 
time in trying to reach it from Wady Halfa. 
It is much more likely that the ultimate 
purpose of the British Government is the 
reconquest of the Soudan territory which 


it once occupied, though for the present this . 


motive is partially disavowed by both Mr. 
Curzon and Mr. Balfour, speaking for the 
government. They go so far, hoWever, as 
to admit that the Mahdists are on the move, 
that they contemplate an invasion of Egypt 
from Dongola, and that the government in 
organizing this expedition with Dongola as 
its objective point is to head off and disperse 
‘the dervishes before they gain dangerous 
headway. 
As to 


the international complications 


| growing out of such a movement, all that 


can be done is to speculate. It is not likely 
that Great Britait will meet with any op- 
position from Gernkiny, Austria, or Italy. 
Notwithstanding Rfissia rushed in and 
decorated the Abyssinian King, this proba- 
bly has no bearing upon an Anglo-Egyptian 
campaign against the dervishes, as at pres- 
ent there does not appear to be any connec- 
tion between the operations of the Khalifa 
and Menelek. As to France, it is entirely 
consistent that she should ask for explana- 
tions as to the intentions of the British 
Government and oppose taking money out 
of the Egyptian revenues, fearing that it is 
inventing an excuse not only for delaying 
its withdrawal from Egypt but for estab- 
lishing its authority ov er the Soudan. 


“THE SCHOOL CENSUS. 

The work of taking the school census for 
this year began yesterday. That for 1894, 
when the wérk was done more carefully 
and accurately than in some other years, 
showed a population of 1,567,000, being a 
gain of 130,000 over the figures of 1892, 
which were too high. The principal reason 
for that was that a great many men and 
women were counted twice—once in the 
ward where they worked and once in that 
where they resided. 

There was very little doubling-up in 1894, 
aud if there is no more in 1896 the census 
figures will be of much value. They will 
show what the population of the city is at 
this time, and will show also what the gain 
has been during two years of dull business 
and lessened immigration. It cannot be 
expected that there will be such a growth 
when the conditions are thus unfavorable 
as when everything is booming. 

Doubtless the figures which will be made 
public movtith after next will disappoint 
those who claimed a year ago that Chicago 
had passed the two million mark. They 
will claim that tens of thousands of people 
have been omitted. But if the returns show 
that Chicago has now 1,800,000 inhabitants 
they ought to be satisfied, for in that event 
the city will have decidedly over two mill- 
ion a people when the a national census is 
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taken, and it will be mortifying to be sct 
back. New-Yorkers have been in the habit 
of stuffing the enumerations made since 
1890, but that is a bad habit which Chicago 
ought not to imitate. It does not need to. 
BOUNCE THE CITY INSPECTORS. 
Last week the city inspectors reported 


that the work of removing garbage and | 


ashes was being performed, with hardly an 
exception, satisfactorily and in accordance 
with specifications. On the same date the 
Civic Tederation reported that the con- 
tractors, with seven exceptions, were not 
doing their work in accordance with spect- 
fications, and that the alleys in most of the 
wards were in an extraordinarily filthy con- 
dition. The discrepancy between the two 
sets of reports was so great that it was evi- 
dent the Civic Federation inspectors were 


| romancing wildly or those in the employ of 


‘lege of the citizen, 


the city were blind. 

The head of the Bureau of Street and 
Alley Cleaning naturally stood up for his 
employés. He said he was satisfied with 
their work, “ and unless a particular report 
can be made to me I can’t see that it de- 
serves any notice or is of any value.” The 
inspectors, the accuracy of whose reports 
was challenged, came forward bravely and 
said they would make affidavit that they 
had told the truth. 

Since then a good deal of information as 
to the condition of the alleys has been laid 
before the public. Last week a dozen re- 
porters for this paper went over the ground 
quite thoreughly in those wards which the 
city inspectors said were reasonably clean 
and the Civic Federation ones said were 
very dirty. These unbiased reporters found 
that the Federation inspectors had told only 
a part of the truth; that they had been mild 
in their statements and had underestimated 
the amount of filth in sight. The alleys 
were found to be in a most disreputable con- 
dition. It was manifest that the contract- 
ors had not attended to their work. 

Iteporters have investigated. In addi- 
tion to that scores of Feéputable householders 
have written to the papers setting forth 
with great preciseness and force the un- 
removed accumulations of garbage and 
ashes in their alleys. 

Evidence enough has been sul.mitted to 
make it advisable for the head of the Street 


and Alley Cleaning Bureay to change his 


tune and admit that his inspectors are not 
infallible. Evidence enough has been fur- 
nished him by. the papers to convince him 
that most of his inspectors ought to be re- 
moved because they are unable or unwilling 
to tell the truth. 

When an inspector reports that a ward 
is “cleaned according to specifications,” 
and it is proved that that ward is * positive- 
ly filthy in every part,” that “ scarcely an 
alley is in condition to inspection,’ 
and that contractor and inspector are alike 
neglectful, then it is time to dismiss that 
inspector and call on the Civil Service Com- 
mission for a competent man to fill the va- 
cancy—a man who knows dirt when he sees 
it and who cannot be induced by a con- 
tractor to report that he is doing his work 
faithfully when he is megrecting it. 

THE Scientia Court of the United States 
has rendered a decision which denies the 
claim made by Theodore F. Brown in a 
lower court when he refused to answer in 
an inter-State commerce case, alleging that 
his testimony might incriminate himself. 
The decision affirms the right of a court 
to compel an answer by a witness to ques- 
tions relating tointer-State commerce, but it 
was not unanimous, as Justices Field,Shiras, 
Gray, and White held that the constitutional 
provision is sufficient to relieve Brown from 
the requirement to answer. The decision is 
a highly important one, as under it the com- 
mission will be able to force witnesses to 
testify in cases where other evidence would 
not be strong enough to convict of breaches 
of the inter-State commerce law. Uptodate 
it could not do this, for which reason the law 
was practically a dead letter, railroad of- 
ficials discriminating in favor of certain per- 
sons and places and laughing in their sleeves 
at the futile character of the efforts made 
to compel them to deal justly with the pub- 
lic. Some railroad officials are quoted as 
objecting to it; that it is a return to the bar- 
barous methods of the dark ages; that under 
it a man may be compelled to go on the wit- 
ness stand and there brand himself as a 
felon, incurring thereby the contempt of 
the community, apart from any question of 
punishment by the court. They say this is 
an abridgment of thé constitutional privi- 
but if it be his constitu- 
tional privilege to commit felony it at least 
is a constitutional right of other citizens to 
know of such things and visit with con- 
tempt where the law may not formally pun- 
ish. It wiil be well if the decision by the Su- 
preme Court puts a stop to the commission 
of these felonies by common carriers, though 
it may he feared that it will not entirely abol- 
ish the favoritism to the few which is a 
rank injustice to the many. 
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THE leaders of the free silver extremists 
are true men only in one sense of the term. 
They are true to their program of fraudu- 
lent misrepresentation. They fraudulently

Now they are fraudulently 
claiming the signatures of prominent labor 
leaders to a fake ‘“‘ proclamation "’ in which 
they make certain statements calculated 
and intended to deceive. This document 
purports to be signed by twelve of the labor 
leaders—namely: Sovereign and Hayes of 
the Knights of Labor, Trenor and McGuire 
of the United Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners, Sargent and Arnold of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen, Arthur of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, Mc- 
Bride of the United Mine-Workers, Robinson 
of the Farmers’ Mutual Renefit Association, 
Butler of the National Farmers’ Alliance, 
Gompers of the American Federation of La- 
bor, and E. V. Debs. Of these Messrs. 
Arthur, Arnold, Sargent, McBride, and Debs 
emphatically deny having signed the alleged 
proclamation, and a friend of Gompers en- 
ters an equally emphatic denial for that gen- 
tleman. So here are six out of the twelve 
signatures already known to be forgeries, 
with the rest to be heard from. 


1HE news of the death of Thomas Hughes 
will be received with sorrowful interest in 
this country as well as in Great Britain.

School Days.”

WHO MARRY ORIENTALS, 


Ideals of European Life Are Shattereg | 


by Contact with the Actual Thing. 
One American Girl's Narrow Be». 
cape from Marrying a Titled Mur. 
derer—Wore a Glove to Conceal q 
Sear on His Hand Inflicted by Hig 
Victim—Another'’s Experience. 


The marriages of American gir!s with Ey. 
ropeans rarely turn out happily. Unfert 
unate as are the results of matches of thiy 
kind, what is to be said of those bet ween 
American women and Orientals? Few cay 
appreciate the full horror of stich unnatural} 
marriages. 

No one acquainted with Oriental life and 
character will be astonished at the reported 
return of the wiaow of a famous circus pro. 
prietor. Indeed, when she suddenly sold oft 
most of her property in this country and be. 
came the wife of a Levantine Bey from aN 
island in. the Turkish Archipelago mang 
shook their heads in ominous foreboding, 
Their fears appear now to have been reg}. 
ized. 

She cannot fail to have found that Amen 
ican ideas of decency and morality are jn 
direct contrast to those of that nondescript 
Oriental class called Levantines. Truth, 
honesty, and cleanliness are unknown qual. 
ties among these people, and underlying a 
thin veneerof Western polish and civilizatiog 
there are brutality, licentiousness, and say. 
Indeed, the Europeanized Oriental 
is without one redeeming quality, having al] 
the vices of barbarism and civilization with. 
out the virtues of either. 


Degradation to White Wives, 


Kuropeans—white Western people resid. 
ing in the Levant and the Orient—who know 
the many shameful features of life there 
look upon a white womian who marries a 

native with as much aversion as people in 
the Southern States of America regard a gir} 
who weds a negro. She need expect no 
courtesy, consideration, or sympathy from 
them, and will be subjected to the most acute 
form of social ostracism. 

A pretty and wealthy New York girl, who 
had been spending the winter at Cairo, be. 
came afflanced to Mustapha Fehm Pasha, at 
that time Prime Minister of Egypt. Despite 
the opposition of her relatives, the marriage 
was about to take place. An Englishman 
who knew all about Mustapha called the 
eirl’s attention to the fact that her flancé’s 
right hand was always gloved. Her curtos- 
ity aroused by this peculiarity, he told her 
that the glove was Worn to conceal an ugly 
scar that disfigured his hand.

Which Will Be Strictly Followed— 
Salvation Army Officers Hold Con- 
ference with Eva Booth—Five Hun- 
dred Feet of Lake-Front Sea Wail 
Completed — Business Embarrass- 
ments—Other City News. 

Dr. Moses M. Royer will be buried today 
according to arrangements made by himself 
shortly before his death. 

Although last week he was apparently in 
the best of heaith and the full possession of 
all his faculties, he was convinced he was 
soon to die, and accordingly warned his 
family of the fact. 

On Thursday he wrote a biography of his 
life, using the past tense, and arranged the 
details of his funeral. His presentiment 

yed true, for on Sunday afternoon at.4 
o’clock he euddenly expired in the library of 
his residence at No. 906 Warren avenue. 

‘No words from his family or friends could 
shake Dr. Royer’s belief death would soon 
overtake him. No physical warnings of ap- 

hing dissolution were given him, He 
was not a fatalist, and yet with a calm per- 
gistency he declared he could see the “ nar- 
row house ”" and “ breathless darkness ’”’ 
which were soon to be his lot. Torelieve his 
family from the shock which his sudden 
death would produce he told therm again 
and again not to be surprised if within a 
few days he should suddenly drop dead. 

To lighten their grief by turning their 
thoughts as much as possible from the sad 
event the doctor stipulated in the paper 
drawn up on Thursday a dinner should be 
given in the Randolph House, Sterling, on 
the day of the funeral, which should be at- 
tended by his family and friends, 

The prearranged program’ covers two

Jewish Students at the University of 
Chicago Are Indignanrt. 

Jewish circles at the University of Chicago 
are indignant over a circular letter whie h 
has been received by several of, the most 
prominent Jews among the students. The 
letter is from the Secretary of the Pi Lamb- 
da Phi fraternity at Yale University, with 
a view to establishing a chapter at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, and announcing as its 
object “‘ the fraternizing of the best Hebrew 

element in all American universities.” 

It is the condescending tone of the letter 
to which the young men take exception. It 
stipulates Jews will be admitted to member- 
ship only when their credentials show the 
necessary merit and requires each candi- 
date to forward a statement of his age, fa- 
ther’s employment, college’‘and home resi- 
dence, and intended vocation; it says names 
submitted will be given ‘‘ due consideration.”’ 
The young men object also to the term 
‘“‘ Hebrew ”’ as applied to them. They con- 
sider it insulting. They say they are Jews 
and wish to be called Jews. 

There is a club called the Aleph Beth 
which is made up of the most intellectual 
Jews in the university. The club is, how- 
ever, for social purposes only, and its mem- 
bers #40 whom the letter has been directed 
are unanimous in their disapproval. 

One of them said yesterday: ‘‘ We con- 
sider the letter ingulting and wholly lack- 
ing in tact. If Pi Lambda Phi or any other 
fraternity wishes to admit Jews to its mem- 
bership let them do so in individual cases 
and not proclaim their intention in sucha 
condescending manner. We realize by an 
unwritten rule fraternity doors are closed 
to us; we accept the situation and are satis- 
fied with it, feeling that we arein everything 
the equals of our Christian brethren and 
seeing no particular honor to be gained by 
secepting such a condescending offer as

ONE HUNDRED AND TWENTY-FIVE 
CANVASSERS BEGIN WORK. 


First Day of the Census—Supt. Stan- 
ford Contemplating Doubling the 
Force—Only Those Whose Books 
Show Capacity for the Undertaking 
Will Be Retained—Further In- 
structions in Many Cases Found to 
Be Necessary—The Reports. 

The school census made a start yesterday, 
but encountered the obstacles and delays 
invariable in the first days of such work.

Lane and 
Prof. Clarkson, principal of the Arnold 
School, upon being assured the board would 
certainly punish Miss Tyler. I am sorry I 
listened to their advice, but I have not al- 
tered my determination to see justice done.” 


PHYSICAL CULTURE IN THE SCHOOLS. 
Committee Having This in Charge Is 
Opposed to Retrenchment. 

The, Board of Education Committees on 
German and Physical Culture met yesterday 
to discuss retrenchment.

Fewer Experiments Made with This 
End of the Battery than with Any 
Other Class of Players—Anson to 
Rely Upon “ Kitt” and “ Bridget ” 
—Great Backstops Who Will Play 
with Baltimore, Philadelphia, New 
York, and Cleveland. 

A glance over the list of players who are 
slated to go behind the bat for the twelve 
clubs of the big league during the season 
of 1806 indicates that there is, in proportion 
to numbers, less experimenting done in the 
way of catchers than with the occupants 
of any other position. There is no club that 
does not have a job lot of pitchers on trial, 
all have one or more infielders for develop- 
ment, and extra outfielders ornament almost 
every roll, but the untried catchers are few 
and far between, while even the straggling 
ones who are taken into the fold from 
the minor leagues are men of the utmost 
ability as far as their records and recom- 
mendations go. 

Experiments behind the bat, as a rule, do 
not pay. The cool, long-headed catcher is 2 
mighty factor in the game, and few, indeed, 
but the hardened veterans possess the quali- 
ties needed in a man who must back up 
the wildest, fastest pitchers, stop the fleet- 
footed league baserunnersy and generally 
exercise a supervision over the whole game. 

Anson is not trying a single experiment. 
Hie has two good men—Kittridge, who is 
perhaps the ideal catcher of modern times, 
and Donohue. The latter was a novelty lasi 
year, and was uncertain and unreliable in 
consequence. He had the right material in 
him, though, and will make a good running 
mate for ** Kitt’’ this summer. Kittridge,

This arrange- 
ment leaves little chance for the fourth of 
the Quaker catchers, Grady, and he will 
probably be farmed out, unless Boyle proves 
weaker than is expected.

NO MORE RAILWAY POOL. 


FEDERAL SUPREME COURT DECIDES 
THE BROWN CASE. 


Holds the Law Requiring a Witness 
to Testify in Inter-State Commerce 
Cases, Even Where It Would Tend to 
Criminate Him, Is Not in Conflict 
with the Constitutional Exemption, 
Since He Is HKeleased from All 
Criminal Liability.

cf such a character that. he could be held 
criminally liable for any violation of the law. 
it was the intention that the constitutional 
provision should protect from real and sub- 
stantial dangers and not from imaginary 
evils, as in this case. The consequence of 
granting immunity from answering to such 
ofticials would inevitably be to render the 
inter-State commerce laws incapable of en- 
forcement and the result would be to pros- 
trate Congress at the feet of the powerful 
railroad corporations of the country. 

The decision of the Circuit Court for the 
Western District of Pennsylvania requiring 
him to answer the questions as propounded 
was therefore affirmed. 

Justice Brown said the case involved an 
alleged incompatibility between that clause 
of the fifth amendment to the Constitution 
Which declares that no person “shall be 
compelled in any criminal case to be a wit- 
ness against himself’’ and the act of Con- 
gress of Feb. 11, 1803. This act had, he 
said, been passed to meet the detects in the 
inter-State commerce law pointed out in the 
case of Counseiman vs. Hitchcock. The 
Clause of the Constitution was, he said, 
susceptible of two interpretations. 


Would Go Too Far. 


If construed literally and the witness is 
left to determine the matter for himself the 
practical result would be that no one could 
be compelled to testify to any material fact 
in a criminal case unless he chose to do s9, 
or unless it was entirely clear that the priv- 
illege was not set up in good faith. If, upon 
the other hand, the object of the provision 
be to secure the witness against a criminal 
prosecution which might be aided directly 
or indirectly by his disclosure, then, if no 
such prosecution be possible a statute ab- 
solutely securing to him such immunity from 
prosecution would satisfy the demands of 
the clause in question. 

’ The danger,’’ he said, *‘ of extending the 
principle announced in Counselman vs. 
Hlitchcock is that the privilege may be put 
forward for a sentimental reason or for a 
purely fanciful protection of the witness and 
lor the real purpose of securing immunity 
to some third person who is interested (in 
concealing the facts to which he would testi- 
fy. Every good citizen is bound to aid in the 
enforcement of the law and has no right to 
permit himself under the pretext of shield- 
ing his own good name to be made the tool 
of others who are desirous of seeking shel- 
ter behind his privilege.”’ 

In the present case, he said, it was clear 
that Brown was not the chief or even a sub- 
Stantial offender. against the law and that 
his privilege was claimed for the purpose of 
Shielding the railway or its officers from 
answering a charge of having violated its 
provisions, 

Notwithstanding the Immunity. 
ro say that, notwithstanding his immu-

nity from punishment, he would incur per- 


sonal odium and disgrace from answering 


these questions seems too much likéan abuse | 
of language to be worthy of serious consid- | 


eration. But even if this were true he would 
Still be compelled to answer, if the facts 
sought to be elucidated were material to the 
issue. If, as was justly observed in the opin- 
ion of the court below, a witness standing in 
Brown's position were at liberty to set up 
an immunity from testifying, the enforce- 
ment of the inter-State commerce law or 
other analogous acts wherein it is for the in- 
terest of both parties to conceal their mis- 
doings would become impossible, since it is 
only from the mouths of those having knowl- 
edge of the inhibited contracts that the facts 
can be ascertained.’’ 

On the point of shielding a witness from 
disgrace he said: ‘‘ A person who commitsa 
criminal act is bound to contemplate the 
consequences of exposure to his good name. 
and ought not to call ypon the courts to pro- 
tect that which he h&s himself esteemed to 
be of such little value. 


Welfare of the Community. 


‘‘ The safety and welfare of an entire com- 
munity should not be put into the scale 
against the reputation of a self-confessed 
criminal, who ought not, either in justice or 
in good morals, to refuse to disclose that 
which may be of great public utility in order 
that his neighbors may think well of him. 
The design of the constitutional privilege is 
not to aid the witness in vindicating his 
character, but to protect him against being 
compelled to furnish evidence to convict him 
of a criminal charge. If he secure legal! im- 
munity from prosecution the possible im- 
pairment of his good name is a penalty 
which itis reasonable he should be compelled 
to pay for the common good.” 

Justice Shiras read a dissenting opinion, in 
which Justices Gray and White concurred, 
in which he took the position that the Fed- 
eral law would not shield the witness from 
prosecution in the State court, and expressed 
the opinion that the failure to enforce the 
law of 180% would not weaken the inter-State 
commerce law. Justice Field also read a 
dissenting opinion. He held that the am- 
nesty granted in the Congressional act of 
1895 was in effect a pardon, and said that 
only the President could exercise the func- 
tion of pardoning. 


To Prevent Disgrace. 


He contended that the constitutional pro- 
vision was intended as much for the purpose 
of preventing the infamy and disgrace a 
man might bring upon himself by inecrimi- 
nating himself while on the witness stand 
as for his protection against prosecution. 
He contended that the law in question did 
not abrogate the Constitution. First, be- 
cause the statute could not abrogate or in 
any respect diminish the protection con- 
ferred by the constitutional amendment, 
and, secondly, because the statute does not 
purport to abrogate the offense, but only 
provides protection against any proceeding 
to punish it. 

“ The constitutional safeguards for se- 
curity and liberty,” said he, ‘‘cannot be 
thus dealt with. They must stand as the 
Constitution has desired them. They can- 
rot be set aside and replaced by something 
else on the ground that the substitute will 
probably answer the same purpose. The 


| citizen is entitled to the very thing which 


the language of the Constitution assures 
him.’’ 
CAUSES CONSTERNATION IN CHICAGO, 


Though Expected It Is Denounced asa 
Return to Barbarism. 

While the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court against the railroads in the 
much discussed Brown case has been ex- 
pected, yet it caused consternation in the 
ranks of the railroad officials here when 
announced last evening, and is giving a great 
deal of concern. 

This decision, which compels railroad 
officials to give incriminating evidence in 
cases brought against them by the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, will not only 
strike a death blow to the discriminating 
rate-cutting practices in which they have 
been indulging in direct defiance of the law, 
but will be sure to break up the joint traffic 
trust, the Western trunk line pool, and all 
other railroad combinations, which claim to 
have for their object the maintenance of 
rates by pooling or other methods prohib- 
ited by the inter-State commerce law. 

All these: associations are now operating 
under rules and regulations which are in 
defiance of law, and membership In them 
will make all the parties amenable to thc 
penalties of the law under the ruling of the 
Supreme Court. New life, it is generally ad- 
mitted, will be placed in the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission, which will now be 
able to prosecute railroads and their officials 
successfully when accused of violations of 
the law. The commission has heretofore 
asserted it was useless to prosecute a rail- 
road official, because of the .refusal on the 
part of the parties acquainted with the facts 
to testify on the ground of incriminating 
themselves. 

The case against Counselman failed on 
this account and so did a number of other 
cases, The Counselman case, however, was 
tried before the enactment of the new law, 
which provided that incriminating evidence 
given by accused officials must not be user 
against them. The cases against some 
former Santa Fé officials which are now 
pending will be aggravated by the decision. 

Some of the officials were quite vigorous 
in their denunciation of the decision. They 
declared that it would practically amount 
toa return of barbarism in the methods of 
administering justice. The fact that a wit- 
ness under examination is granted immuni- 
ty under the act was, in their opinion, a 
mere subterfuge and a sham. Many a man 
would, they assert, prefer conviction and fine 
and imprisonment to being compelled to go 
on the stand and give testimony which would 
convict himself morally whether he was frub-

These opinions, however, were those of traf- 
fic officials and railroad attorneys, who were 
most seriously affected by the Supreme Court 
decision. 

The high railroad officials who are in- 
trusted with the management of the roads 
and earnestly desire a maintenance of rates 
pretended to be rather pleased the Supreme 
Court had upheld the inter-State commerce 
law. . 

“The decision,” said Commissioner Midg- 
ley of the Western Freight Association, 
‘‘ will in my opinion prove to be a benefit to 
the railroads and do more to secure a strict 
maintenance of uniform rates than anything 
else could have done. The great difficulty 
under which the railroads had to labor was 
their inability to maintain agreed rates. The 
Inter-State Commerce Commission will here- 
after have no difficulty in enforcing the law, 


and rate cutting will be made odious within 


a short time.” 

Vice-Presidents Truesdale of the Rock Isl- 
and and Morton of the Santa Fé expressed 
sentiments similar to’ those of Mr. Midgley. 
The railroads, they said, would be benefited 
by a strict enforcement of the law, and rail- 
road combinations and pools would not be 
required to secure the maintenance of rates.

BROWN WOULD DOIT DIFFERENTLY. 


Willing to Yell Everything Rather 
than Be in Contempt. 

Pittsburg, Pa., March 23.—Thecdore F. 
Brown, Auditor of the Allegheny Valley rail- 
road, speaking tonight of the Supreme 
Court decision at Washington affirming 
Judge Buffington’s ruling, said: 

‘My refusal to testify was not from con- 
trariness or to shield the railroad company, 
but mainly for the purpose of making a test 
case on the constitutionality of the inter- 
State commerce act. 

“If subpcenaed now I should give all the 
testimony I knew and not allow myself to be 
punished for contempt.” 


EIGHT-HOUR FIGHT SOON TO BE MADE 


Three Organizations Ready to Lead, 
but Carpenters Are Apt to Be Chosen. 
Indianapolis, Ind., March 23.—The Execu- 

tive committee of the National Federation 

of Labor began its regular conference In 
this city today. Those present were: Presi-+ 
dent Gompers, Seeretary August MeGraith, 

P. J. Maguire of Philadelphia, First Vice- 

President James Duncan of Baltimore, Sec- 


| ond Vice-President James O'Connell of Chi- 


cago, and third Vice-President M. M. Gar- 
land of Pittsburg. The conference lasted 
until a late hour this evening and was de- 
voted chiefly to a discussion of the best 
means of bringing about an eight-hour day. 

A poll of those present showed a unani- 
mous sentiment in favor of taking executive 
action at once to test the question as to 
whether the affiliated labor organizations 
of the country are capable of securing what 
they claim to be their rights in this particu- 
lar. It was the sentiment that a concerted 
effort should be made and in order to devise 
Ways and means the matter was reterred to 
a suvcommittee composed of Messrs. Ma- 
guire, Lennon, and O’Connell, who will make 
a report tomorrow on the subject. 

There are three national organizations— 
the carpenters, iron ore workers, and horse- 
shoers—who have volunteered to do any- 
thing 
about the desired result. It has been given 
cut by Secretary McGraith that the Car- 
penters’ National Union will probably be se- 
lected to make the test, and when ques- 
tioned he said it was not only possible but 
probable that the council will order a strike 
of this union throughout the country in 
order to bring about the desired result. 

The Secretary’s report submitted today 
shows a marked increase in the federation’s 
finances and membership, two charters hav- 
ing been issued so far this year to one during 
the same time last year. 

Grievances of the musicians at Milwaukee 
and painters at Pittsburg were discussed 
without action. It was decided to send Presi- 
dent Gompers to Washington in November 
at the time of the National Musicians’ con- 
vention to espouse labor bills before Con- 
gress. The question of Federal power in in- 
junction cases will probably be taken up to- 
morrow, and a law governing sympathetic 
strikes will likely be formulated. 


HEAVY FIRE LOSS IN PHILADELPHIA, 


Thackera Manufacuring Company 
Burns and $400,000 Worth Consumed. 

Philadelphia, Pa., March 23.—Chestnut 
street west of Fifteenth was visited by a 
most destructive fire tonight, which for a 
time threatened to prove as disastrous as 
the fire of Feb. 3, when the .seven-story 
}Hiaseltine Building and that of the Baptist 
Publication Society were destroyed. The 
fire broke out about 5 o'clock in the six-story 
Manufacturing 
company, manufacturers and dealers in 
fancy gas fixtures and candelabra, at Nos. 
1524-26 Chestnut street. The firm employs 
aeont -00 hands, who were at work at the 
ime. 

The fire originated in the front cellar and 
was not discovered until it had eaten its way 
through the first floor. An alarm was 
sounded, but before the engines arrived the 
entire front of the building was on fire. 
Most of the workmen made their escape. 
About a dozen.or more, however, were 
hemmed in and had to be taken from the 
windows Ly the firemen. 

The Thackera Building runs from Chest- 
nut street to Sansom, a distance of 236 feet, 
and has a frontage of forty feet. It is owned 
by William Weightman -and is valued at 
$500,000, fully covered by insurance. The 
rear part was but slightly damaged. The 
loss on the building will amount to about 
$150,000. The Thackera company’s stock, 
machinery, and patterns were valued at 
about $250,000. These are a total loss, but 
a protected by an insurance of about $150,- 

Iiale & Johnson, architects, occupied sev- 
eral rooms, and met with small losses. 
Sharpless & Watts, manufacturers of tiles 
and mosaics in the Baker Building adjoin- 
ing, lose about $20,000, principally by water. 
In this same building are a number of ten- 
ants who occupied the Haseltine Building at 
the time of that fire. They, along with a 
number of others, met with small losses. 

Valparaiso, Ind., March 23.—[Special.]—

Kankakee River was burned, together with 
all the boats, clothing, guns, and furniture 
it contained.

WILL SOON BE COMPLETE, 


REORGANIZATION OF ALLEY «1» 
1s EXPECTED SHORTLY. 


Belief Is Growing the Two Committees 
Will Succeed in Reaching an Ami- 
cable Settlement—EKach Side Will 
Yield a Little—Cost of the Union 
Loop to the Present Time Is $601,- 
691~—Three Sides Will Soon Be 


Ready for Use. 


Alley “LL” matters are beginning to shape 
themselves towards a final settlement. Mem- 
bers of the two committees are to hold a 
joint meeting in the next day or two, and at 
this meeting the question of the relative 
standing of the two classes of bonds will 
be considered. There is a disposition on 
the part of the members of the two commit- 
tees to come together on a common ground 
in which the interests of the different secur- 
ity holders may be taken care of. The first 
proposition of the subcommittee of the first 
mortgage bondholders committee was for a 
scaling of second section bonds to 30 per cent 
of the present holdings, and for the issuing 
of preferred stock for the remaining 70 per 
cent. The holders of the first mortgage 
bonds were to be given the face value of 
their ptesent holdings in new bonds, secured 
by a single mortgage which was to also 
cover the bonds which are to go to the sec- 
ond section bondholders. This plan was of 
a character which the second section hold- 
ers would not accept, and it was never ex- 
pected they would accept it. It was looked 
upon as a stand taken, leaving ample room 
fer compromise. The holders of the second 
mortgage bénds have made no formal reply 
to the proposition as yet, and none will be 
made until the meeting of the two commit- 
tees is held. 

More Favorable Terms Probable. 

Members of the first mortgage bondholders 
committee are reported to be willing to ef- 
fect a reorganization on lines more favera- 
ble to the other bondholders than the one 
which has been presented. It is said they 
will be willing to accept a proposition, if one 
should be made to them, of a, new issue of 
bonds to the amount of 50 per cent of the 
present holdings of second section bonds 
or a total of $1,500,000, with a like issue of 
preferred stock. They would be willing also 
to recommend a scaling down of not less 
than 10 per cent of their own holdings and 
those they represent and the acceptance of 
preferred stock for the remaining amount. 

The second section bondholders would not 
agree to even this, it is believed, without a 
struggle, though it would be accepted by 
some of the holders if made. Any plan is 
likely to include an assessment on the stock 
of $25, providing a syndicate could be formed 


to underwrite it. 

Such a plan as the one mentioned, which 
comes from one of the principal holders of 
the second mortgage bonds, would result 
in an issue of $8,250,000 of first mortgage 
bonds and of $2,250,000 of preferred stock, to 
be exchanged for present outstanding bond 
issues. There would be issued to the present 
stockholders $1,875,000 of preferred stock 
for the amount of their assessment and 
probably an additional amount for back in- 
terest. The interest on the-bonds would 
amount to $412,500, and there would be in 
addition to this a charge of $206,250 on pre- 
ferred stock ahead of dividends on the com- 
mon stock. The total fixed charges, counting 
dividends on preferred stock as a fixed 
charge, would be $618,750 a year. 

There was a feeling apparent on the Stock 
Exchange yesterday that Alley “ L”’ stoc k- 
holders were in a precarious position. There 
were three sales of fifty shares each yester- 
day at 4, the lowest quotation ever made on 
the stock. There were offers of 4% for the 
stock after these sales were made. 


Cost of the Union Loop. 


The cost of the Union Loop up to the pres- 
ent time has been $691,691, and contracts 
have been made for $400,000 worth of iron for 
the Wabash avenue and the Fifth avenue 
sides of the loop. The figures given do not 
include the cost of securing frontage signa- 
tures, which amount to about $100 a front 
foot on Wabash avenue and to about $60 on 
Fifth avenue, It does include the cost of 
the frontage signatures on Lake street, 
which were secured by the Lake Street * L,’’ 
which also constructed the line and after- 
wards sold it to the Union Elevated rail- 
road company. The figures form a part of 
the records in the suits now pending in 
Ottawa, Ill., before the State Supreme Court. 
The various items are set forth in a bill 
which has been filed there and which was 
telegraphed to Chicago yesterday. The 
figures were given to show the expense the 
company had been put to in the building 
of the loop up to the present time. The 
items are as follows:

ing as showing the exact amount paid for the 
portion of the I.aké Street ‘‘L” extension 
which is to form a part of the loop. There 
has been considerable speculation as to this 
and it is now settled officially. The Lake 
Street “‘ LL” received $441,885 for the portion 
of the road from Fifth avenue to Wabash 
avenue on Lake street. This was the exact 
cost of the structure, including preliminary 
expenses and frontage signatures. It is 
five blocks in length and this makes the cest 
in the neighborhood of,.$90,000 a block. At 
this rate the cost of the two lines on Wa- 
bashand Fifthavenues would be in the neigh- 
borhood of $810,000 each, or $1,620,000 for the 
two. It will be more, however, because of the 
expensive litigation and the cost of securing 
frontage signatures. 


Will Soon Be Ready for Use. 


Within two months the three sides of the 
loop will be in readiness for use. Work has 
been begun on the Wabash avenue side of 
the structure and it will be prosecuted as 
rapidly as possible. A huge crane has been 
hauled to the point on the Lake street 
structure , where connection is to be made 
with the Wabash avenue side. The plates 
are now being put in place for the connec- 
tion and as soon as these pre finished the 
work of stringing girders will begin. It is 
expected the Wabash avenue side will be first 
finished and that work will then begin on the 
I'ifth avenue side. 

The local market was dull and featureless 
yesterday. Diamond Match opened at 146 
and declined to a close at 144%.

IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET.

NEW YORK, March 23. —-The traders nad to- 
day’s iimited market entirely to themselves, the 
financial community at large holding aloof on 
account of various uncertainties in the situation 
thet are likely or are considered to be likely to 
unfavorably affect the market. 

The London market for Americans was flat, but 
at the local opening s for foreign acount 
were resumed, and this caused a disappearance 


of the improvement that had been in acaba ta at 


the close of business on Saturday. 

In the early dealihgs sugar displayed especial 
strength and gained 1 per cent, while in several 
other properties sharp fractional advances were 
recorded. The foreign operations referred to in- 
fluenced a general reactionary movement, in 
which some severe losses occurred. The trading 
element expended some energy on the bear side, 
using as a text the unfavorable commercial sit- 
uation as reflected by the sharp discrimination in 
mercantile paper, the Cuban discussion at Warh- 
ington, and a stiffening tendency in the exchange 
market. The granger stocks were especially af- 
fected by the failure of the directors of the Rock 
Island railroad to increase the rate of ee 
dividend. 

In the industrials American Tobacco received 
support from the pool. Weakness in Chicago Gas 
was attributed to the probable result of the inves- 
tigation by Attorney-General Moloney of the de- 
tails of the reorganization plan, and General Elec- 
tric Was attacked on general principles presuma- 
bly. Pacific Mail suffered from uncertainty re- 
garding the outcome of the proposed subsidy ne- 
gotiations. In the late dealings the bear leaders 
made an effective drive in various stocks, peying 
special attention to the grangers, Louisville.a 
NaShville. New Jersey Coutral, Kansas and Texas 
preferred, and some cf the industrial shares. Re- 
~ wed liquidation was discernable in Tennessee 

Coal and resulted in a concession of 1% per cent. 
As is usual in a sluggish market weak spots were 
found in a number of the usually inactive shares. 
houses with Washington connections 
was quite marked, The losses at the low level 
were 1@2 points in the prominent shares, with Bur- 
lington and New Jersey Central the chief suffer- 
ers. Among the less conspicuous shares the ex-

| NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


THROUGH FREIGHT SHIPMENTS 
THE EAST SHOW A DECREASE. 


TO 


Result Said to Be Due to the Partial 
Cessation of the Manipulation of 
Rates by the Agents of the East- 
Bound Roads—Joint Traffic Trust 
and Devices for Cleaning and Mix- 
ing Grain—Summary of the Busi- 
ness of the Week. 


Through freight shipments from Chicago 
to Eastern seaboard points last week suf- 
fered a decrease from the week previous of 
over 8,000 tons. This result is said to be 
due to the partial cessation of the manipula- 
tion of freight rates so freely indulged in 
by the agents of the east-bound roads Gur 
ing the last few weeks. 

The summons received by the romani 
tives of the freight departments of the east- 
bound roads to come to New York and ex- 
plain their actions to the Board of Mana- 
gers of the joint traffic trust has scared 
most of them, and, in consequence, they have 
become more careful in securing traffic 
through manipulation of rates. 

There will be a hot controversy at the 
joint meeting between the Eastern and 
Western lines in New York tomorrow over 
the demand of the Eastern trust lines that 
the Western lines should share in the allow- 
ances made to elevators for the transfer 
of grain, which allowance, it is claimed, is 
nothing more nor less than a rebate given 
by the Eastern lines to certain elevators 
and shippers. 

The question, however, that will bother 
the joint traffic trust at its meeting this 
week more than anything else is the new 
device lately invented by the shrewd traffic 
officials for clipping, cleaning, and mixing 
grain at their elevators. This gives some 
shippers a. better advantage over their 
competitors which have not the use of ele- 
vators supplied with the new devices than 
they would have by getting a direct cut in 
the rate. By the use of those machines ship- 
pers are said to be able to buy third or fourth 
class grain, and bring it out of the elevators 
as second class, which will bring a better 
price in Eastern markets than grain not so. 
treated. 

Total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by the various east- 
bound roads from Chicago for the week end- 
ing last Tuesday amounted to 74,137 tons, 
against 82,242 tons for the week prev ious, 
and 50,834 tons for the corresponding week 
last year. Flour shipments last week were 
14,422 tons, against 13,052 tons last year; 
grain, ol, 718 tons, against 26,435 tons; pro- 
visions, 7,997 tons, against 11,847 tons. The 
percentages carried by the various roads 
were as follows: Baltimore and Ohio, 7.7: 
Big Four, 8.2: Chicago and Erie, 10.5; Chi- 
cago and Grand Trunk, 12.9; Lake Shore, 
13.4; Michigan Central, 14.7: Nickel-Plate, 
11.8; Pan-Handle, 4.2; Fort Wayne, 10.7; Wa- 
bash, 5 5.9. 

Total shipments of all kinds of freight, 
except live stock, coal, and iron, from Chi- 
cago to through and local points in the East 
by the roads east from this city last week 
amounted to £1,827 tons, against 90,757 tons 
for the week seevionh and 57,123 tons for 
the corresponding week last year. 


BONDHOLDERS ASK FOR RECEIVER. 


Cedar ‘Falls and Minnesota Railroad 
Will Soon Be Foreclosed. 

The Cedar Falls and Minnesota railroad in 
a few days will be placed in the hands of a 
receiver. At the request of the holders of 
more than 90 per cent of the bonds Joseph 
Sampson, trustee, has filed in the Bremer 
County Court at Waverly, Ia., a bill for 
foreclosure. 

The road is operated by the Illinois Central 
railroad company as lessee of the Dubuque 
and Sioux City railroad, to which it is leased 
for forty years from Jan. 1, 1867, at $7,500 a 
mile and a contingent percentage of gross 
earnings. 

The validity of the lease was contested by: 
the Dubuque and Sioux City railroad, but in 
October, 1890, a decision was handed down 
confirming the validity of the lease. From 
this decision an appeal was.taken to the Su- 
preme Court, and the case is still pending. 


Roads File Answers in Trust Suit,

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DISCUSS MR. EDISON'S DISCOVERY. 


Chicago Scientists Differ Concerning 
His Latest Invention. 

Chicago scientists are skeptical concern- 
tng Mr. Edison's invention of a fluorescent 
screen by which he saya he can see the differ- 
ent organs of the human body. Electricians 
here have investigated the X ray as care- 
fully as have those in the East and have ac- 
complished the same results. 

All agree Mr. Edison made a valuable dis- 
covery when he found tungstate of calcium 
was a powerful fluorescent substance, but 
many doubt he can disclose the various parts 
of the body. 

“It is an impossibility,” said Prof. Stine 
of the Armour Institute yesterday. “ The 
different parts of the body excepting the 
bones are of so nearly the same density they 
cannot be detected separately. It is easy to 
photograph either the bones or the flesh, but 
no one can distinguish between the different 
muscles, tissues, and organs.”’

Heisa 
graduate of Dartmouth and Cornell, and also 
studied at this college.

I recently took a photograph of a human 
hand which showed plainly the ligaments 
and tissues beneath the skin.”’ 

Barium platinum cyanide, the fluorescent 
substance hitherto used, costs $480 a pound, 
and scientists will welcome Mr. Edison’s 
discovery of a cheaper and better substitute. 


LATEST MARVELS OF THE X RAYS, 


Photography Through Opaque Bodies 
Without Aid of Electricity. 

New York Journal, March 18: Without the 
aid of electricity, Crookes tubes, static ma- 
chines, or any elaborate apparatus Stephen 
H. Emmens, LL. D., and his son, Newton W., 
claim to have taken photographs through 
opaque substances. Their discoveries prom- 
ise to be no less wonderful and interesting 
than those of Prof. Roentgen: 

They undertake to demonstrate that the 
X rays are not only present in the sunlicht, 
but are emitted from every source that 
evolves heat. With properly sensitized 
plates they take photographs—mot shadow- 
graphs—through plates of wood or other 
substances, and are prepared to evoke light 
from darkness itself. 

Dr. Emmens, inventor of the giant ex- 
plosive, emmensite (which derives its name 
from his), has an office on the seventh floor 
of the Washington Building, No. 1 Broad- 
way. As a chemist and mining and elec- 
trical engineer the is well known throughout 
the country. He is now at work upon a 
* photoscope,” based upon his recent X-ray 
discoveries, which will enable physicians 
and surgeons to see the interiors of their 
patients’ bodies by applying their eyes to the 
little tube-like, telescopic affair, aided only 
by the clear sunlight of the day and the or- 

inary lamp or gaslight at night. 
Newton William Emmens, is an expert pho- 
tographer, although only an amateur. The 
father is almost totally paralyzed, but his 
bodily affliction does not dim his intellect. 

Dr. Emmens’ first experiment was with a 
$5 bank note, the negative of which shows 
distinct representations of both sides of the 
bill on the same plate. The $5 bill was laid 
upon the sensitized plate, and overit, to act 
as @ screen, Was an ordinary ebonite plate. 
These were locked in a plate holder that was 
clamped upon the manuscript stand of a 
typewriting machine. 

Then the stand with its burden was put 
out on the window-sill of the office in the 
Washington Building, where it was exposed 
for thirty-six hours to the rays of the sun. 
At the end of that time the father and son 
took it in and eagerly scanned the plate. The 
$5 bill. was distinctly printed, both sides 
being well represented. The light had been 
stopped by the ebonite plate, but the X rays 
in the sunbeam had gone through the bill to 
the sensitive film. 

The next experiments were with three bits 
of cardboard, The first was a fancy holiday 
picture card and the others were bits of 
visiting cards, one containing the name 
“Newton W. Emmens ” and the other that 
of “‘ Mrs. Hattie C. Emmeys.”’ Little specks 
of aluminum and brass adorned the holiday 


‘Card. These were placed similarly to the 


bank note and were perfectly printed, the 
names on the calling cards showing distinct- 
ly. Thealuminum specks on the picture card 
had been penetrated, while the brass ones 
had riot, just as in the X-ray plates of the 
static machines. 

Next the title of a newspaper was cleverly 
reproduced, Jetter for letter, in three lines, 
the top line letters showing white and the 
two other lines black, although all were of 
the same type and printed with the same ink. 
The edges of the cards and of the bits of 
newspaper were as dark, heavy lines, show- 
ing that the X rays had been reflected. 

One night young Mr. Emmens Jeft a prom- 
issory note which he had put in the plate 
holder with sensitized film and ebonite plate 
Ny aged arranged in the drawer of his desk. 

‘hey remained there all night in darkness, 
tne the <p Madge heated ipa gt rem fire.

dimly visible on the plate, showing that the 
X rays had come from the heat, for the room 
was full of radiant energy. , : 

If this radiant energy out of darkness can

“Our inquiries have thus far resulted in 
no confirmation of the suspicion of which we 
learned from anonymous Sources, that in 
either society there has been dishonest use 
of funds. On the other hand, we cannot 
recommend that the Philanthropic commit- 
tee or the Civic Federation at the instance 
of the committee should under present con- 
ditions indorse the work of either society.

basis agreed upon a year ago between the 
Nationai Children’s Home Society and the 
Our present pro- 
a& new society shall be formed 
out of the old societies in the following man- 
ner: The directors of the Children’s Home 
Society and of the Children’s Aid Society 
Shall respectively name fifteen residents of 
Cook County tor membership of the Board of 
Direetors of the reorganized society. It will 
be understeod that each body shall namea 
certain number from the present directors 
of the third society (International). Of the 
nominations so made, each of the two so- 
cieties so mentioned shal] challenge five in 
the list presented by the other society. The 
twenty remaining nominees shall be elected 
as the Board cf Directors of a new society 
which shall either operate under one of the 
existing charters or take out a new charter, 
as may be found most expedient.” 

Another plan suggested is that the Chi- 
dren’s Home Society shall be allowed to 
take entire charge of all the work for Cook 
County which pertains to placing children 
apart from their mothers. On the other 
hand, the Children’s Aid Society shall con- 
fine itself to cases of mothers who ought not 
to be separated from their children.
